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Gen. Shafter made a good answer to the stories of 
overcrowding on the transports that took his Army to 
Cuba. He said the men at Tampa wanted to go so 
badly that they were willing to sleep on the yards of the 
transports going down. He also confirms what we have 
said about the 7ist New York Vols. Three hundred of 
the men had never fired a gun.

The Washington correspondent of the Journal has 
been informed by Secretary Long that there will be 
no mobilization of the North Atlantic fleet this winter 
and no evolutions or extended maneuvers ordered. The 
ships will be given greater latitude to drill independently 
so that the school of the ship may be developed and com- 
manders given greater discretion in handling their ves- 
sels. It is the understanding now that not until next 
autumn will the fleet be githered for evolutions and 
that meanwhile an effort will be made to permit the ports 
requesting the presence of warships to inspect and ad- 
mire some of the famous vessels of the service.

By practically a majority vote the Naval Board of 
Bureau Chiefs thie week decided against the introduc- 
tion of electrical apparatus on warships beyond their 
present comprehensive use in the operation of auxiliary 
power. It was suggested that additional electrical equip- 
ment be installed in the Maine, Ohio-and Missouri, for 
which contracts were lately awarded, the idea being to 
place nearly all the auxiliary appliances in the control 
of electricity and to use steam for propelling only. 
The Board, however, decided that the use of electricity 
on shipboard had gone far enough and that for the pres- 
ent no increase should be made. The steering gear, 
capstans, ete., of the three new eships will therefore be 
worked by steam. 
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Weare glad to’see that Senator Hale introduéed a 
joint resolution anthorizing the Secretary of the Navy 
to erect a mofument in Havana to the memory of the 
sailors and marines who lost their lives by the explosion 
of the Maine. Last summer one of the New York daily 
papers made an effort to raise a Maine monument fund 
under its own patronage, and when that failed the 
names of a great number of prominent civilians and offi- 
cers of the Army and Navy were published as spon- 
sors, but it was the same old seheme and the public 
showed its disapproval by withholding subscriptions. A 
third effort was made within a month or two, and with 
no signs of success. There is no doubt that subscrip- 


tions ean be had easily emough, but the slightest indi-- 


cation that personal or business motives are joined with 
the scheme will deprive it of support. A monument 
suitable, artistic and not extravagant will be justified 
by public opinion, and the Government is the proper 
agency to provide it. If a public subscription is pre- 
ferred, which we do not consider necessary, the Govern- 
ment should be the treasurer and have the whole plan 
under supervision.

After the main questions of the peace treaty were set- 
tled in Paris the commissioners seem to have.got through 
their work rapidly and on Dec. 6 Judge Day, the presi- 
dent of our commission, announced that the treaty would 
be signed very soon. In fact the treaty is expected to be 
engrossed and signed on Saturday, Dec. 10. Its provi- 
sions will be kept secret until it is presented to Congress. 
It is reported that we undertake to send home at our ex- 
perse all prisoners in the Philippines, return all flags 
and munitions of war taken there and that Spain’s re- 
quest to allow her ships and products the same privileges 
in Cuba and Puerto Rica for a period of ten years, which 
had been conceded in the Philippines, was refused. The 
request was supported by the precedents of Louisiana 
and Florida, where such privileges were granted for 
twelve years, but those cases of purchased territories 
were not precisely in line with conquered countries. 
Whether this report is true or not, it is evident that our 
direct methods in Paris do not please the professional 
diplomatiets.- This was hinted at by Sir Edmond Mon- 
son, British Ambassador to France, who in a speech 
at Paris attributed the new diplomacy in part “to the 
originality of the American mind—ever restlessly watch- 
ing to improve everything—which will perhaps end by 
driving the diplomatists of the old school off the face of 
the earth.” This seems to be a protest against what are 
considered abroad the impatient and arbitrary methods 
of the Americans who cannot see why they should be 
kept in a state of unfinished war for months at a cost of 
half a million a day, merely to indulge a few diplomatists 
in their propensity for delaying what we know to be in- 
evitable. We do not find that our demands have been 
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pressed more insistently than those of Gesmnaly in 1871, 
and we venture to say that the next treaty made in Ry. 
rope under similar circumstances will be completed with 
at least equal promptitude.

The first meeting of the House Naval Committee was 
held on Tuesday, when an agreement was at once 
reached to proceed with the consideration of the annual 
appropriation bill and various other naval matters. The 
sub-committee which will prepare the appropriation bill 
began its sessions on Wednesday. Already a rough draft 
of the bill has been made on the basis of the estimates. 
The important items of battleships, armored cruisers and 
protected cruiser recommended 5 the President’s mes- 
sage and by the Recestens of the Navy, are likely to be 
left, as is customary in dealing with an increase, to 
the last, until the lesser items are determined upon. In 
the case of the new ships, however, the sentiment of the 
committee seems to be favorable to the increase urged. 





The correspondence bearing upon the imprisonment of 
Lieut. Hobson and his companions on the Merrimac was 
forwarded to the Senate this week by the President, in 
response to a resolution introduced in July last calling 
for the same. The correspondence relates entirely to the 
efforts of this Government to secure the release of the 
men after they became prisoners of war, and shows that 
after at first agreeing to communicate with Commo. Wat- 
son under a flag of truce, Gen. Blanco notified the Amer- 
ican officer that any vessel which approached nearer the 
Cuban coast than six miles, even though under flag of 
truce, would do so at its peril. After this the Navy De- 
partment sought the assistance of the British govern- 
ment in securing information concerning the condition of 
the prisoners in the matter of food, clothing and quar- 
tering. and especially whether they were in line of fire. 
This aid was promised through Consul Gollan at Ha- 
yana, but he had not had time to more than evince his 
willingness to be accommodating when a message came 
announcing the exchange of the men. 


Secretary Long stated to the Journal’s Washington 
representative that Naval Constr. Hobson would be 
transferred to the line of the Navy and that a bill car- 
rying out this plan would shortly be presented to Con- 
gress. What promotion will be given Mr. Hobson has 
not been definitely determined, but it ie said that he 
will be put well up the list of Lieutenants at least, if 
not made a Lieutenant Commander. Mr, Hobson was 
Dec. 7 ordered to Hong Kong to superintend the 
work of segeitins three Spanish vessels raised from the 
waters of Manila Bay and now at a British shipyard 
under contract to be put in condition for service. Secre- 
tary Long this week ordered Mr. Hobson to proceed to 
his home in Alabama and rest for a while after his ar- 
duous work at Santiago. The three vessels are to be re- 
paired at a cost of half a million dollars and will be 
assigned to service later in the Philippines. 








An article on “Modern Small Arm Projectile Wounds,” 
in the ““Medical News” for Nov. 5, by Dr. Wm. Francis 
Campbell, of Brooklyn, is the result of a study of fifty 
cases brought to the attention of the writer. He con- 
cludes “That all wounds inflicted by the modern small 
arm projectile require immediate protection from bac- 
terial invasion by the application of suitable dressings; 
that the great majority of these wounds require this and 
nothing more. Modern bullet wounds are clean wounds. 
Their treatment consists in keeping them clean. Since 
primary hemorrhage must be the cause of many deaths 
on the battlefield, it is imperative that every soldier in 
our Army and National Guard should receive instruction 
in the location of important arteries and the ordinary 
means of hemostasis. We might, too, with advantage, 
teach the value of the firet aid dressing and its proper 
method of application. Primary hemorrhage as a cause 
of death on the battlefield is undoubtedly more common 
since the introduction of the modern small jacketed bul- 
let. The old lead bullet crushed and lacerated yessels, 
Instances of extensive injuries are reported with little 
hemorrhage. The new bullet makes a clean cut in the 
vessel, and speedy death must ensue unless the nearest 
comrade can render instant and intelligent assistance.” 





Within the next week orders will be issued by the War 
Department providing for the completion of the military 
occupation of Cuba. Although the officials of the Army 
refuse to make public the details connected with the 
movement, it can be stated upon good authority that by 
January 1st, 25,000 American troops will be stationed in 
Cuba. A large part of this Army will be stationed in 
Havana and the immediate vicinity, but the other parts 
of the island will not be neglected. According to the 
present plan of the Secretary of War, the next toones 
that will go to Cuba will comprise two brigades of the 
ith Army Corps and a part of the 2d Corps. As soon as 
transporte can be provided by the Quartermaster’s De- 
partment, one brigade of the 2d Corps will proceed_to 
Cunha. Maj. Gen. Lee, who will command the entire 7th 
Corps, will leave Savannah in advance of the main bulk 
of his Army. Maj. Gen. Lawton will command the other 
troops included in the forthcoming order. 

Of course, it will be necessary for the War Depart- 
ment to send Volunteer troops to Cuba as part of the 
army of occupation. As far as possible, however, Regu- 
lars will be assigned to this duty; and what Volunteers 
are sent will be relieved at the earliest opportunity and 
replaced by Regulars. The protests, which are being 
made to the War Department against sending Volunteers 
to Cuba and other foreign assignments, are causing a 
great amount of annoyance. In fact, the Army adminis- 
tration is in somewhat of a quandary. The Regular Army 
is evidently too small to perform the many duties of the 
Present situation, and still the calls for the discharge of 
the Volunteers are increasing in violence and some heed 
E The President is extremely de- 
Sirous to order the muster out of the entire Volunteer 
force, and is therefore very anxious for the passage of 
the Congressional bill providing for an increase in the 
Regular establishment. The Volunteers in Manila will 
first be relieved. Orders are already being promulgated 
looking to a radical change in the Philippine Army. Reg- 
lars are to be ordered to this station and the Volunteers 
brought home and discharged. This will, in a great meas- 
re, satisfy the Western people who have been clamor- 
ing for the muster out of their troops. 





THE SPANISH STRENGTH AT SAN JUAN. 


Nothing is more interesting than the estimates made 
on the Spanish side of the forces that opposed us in the 
battles of July 1 at San Juan and Caney. The force 
“present for duty” is not in question, because that in- 
cludes many details to the rear, and it is the strength of 
the actual Mauser firing and gun-firing force which pro- 
duced the rain of bullets and shell fragments through 
which we had to advance that interests us. On our side 
we say with frankness that Lawton had 3,500 men, as 
Capt. Lee estimated it, Kent had 4,000, according to 
Gen, Wheeler, and Wheeler himself must have had 2,- 
000. In fact, Gen. Shafter estimated his force at the 
front as 12,000 strong. The Spaniards are not so gener- 
ous in estimating their own strength. Lieut. Jose Mul- 
ler x, Teielng second in command of the nayal forces of 
Santiago, whose “Notes on the atties aud Capitula- 
tion of Santiago de Cuba” has just nm issued by the 
ottice of Nava hatelligence says the advance t of 
Caney was defended by three companies of bat- 
talion “Constitucion” (the 29th), one company of gueril- 
las on foot, 40 soldiers of the ankiage régiment, and 
of the mobilized troops, 520 in all. Addressing ourselves 
first to the total strength of the Spanish force east of 
Santiago, our author tells us that the line from Dos 
Caminos del Cobre, west of the city, to the fort of Punta 
Blanca, “to the east on the seashore,” (this is the com- 
plete circle of the city), 9 kilometers (9,900 yards), was

Also a “small number of gunners,” but he allows only 
3,000 for the total force on this line. 

The line from Aguadores to Cruces, the line of the 
railroad (4 kilometers), was covered by six companies of 
the Santiago Regiment and two of mobilized troops, in 
all about men. This is more than Gen, Duffield had 
before him at Aguadores alone. At the Socapa battery 
there were 400, at the Morro and 120 at Punta 
Gorda, on the Bay. What Mr. Mantalini would have 
called the demnition total is 5,290 men, and with this 
force they manned lines at Santiago seven and a half 
miles long, besides the outpost at San Juan, say another 
mile, and the town of Caney containing houses and 
entirely surrounded with trenches and detailed 970 men 
to detached positions! These figures give at the utmost 
only 450 men to the mile. In the city was some cavalry 
and the Civil Guard. 

It is remarkable that our Government has never pub- 
lished the number of prisoners who were paro in 
the city of Santiago nor the number of prisoners taken in 
the field or casualties found in the trenches. Even the 
total surrendered in the province has not been an- 
nounced, only the total sent to Spain after a month of 
sickness had red their ran probably as much 
as it did ours. en. Toral said he would surrender 
about 12,000 men. Of these about 3,000 entered the 
city during the night of July 2. These figures indicate 
that from 9,000 to 10,000 men formed the garrisons of 
Santiago anti Caney when Capron fired the first gun 
of the day. We shall see later that there were 1,: or 
1,500 sick in the military pongites, and if there were 
8,500 effectives, the Spanish General was able to put 
only about 60 per cent, of his men in the defensive line, 
— neither his communications or rear was threat- 
ened. 

“In the foremost echelon at San Juan was Col. José 
Baquero” with three companies. “It was here that Col. 
Ordofiez was with the rapid-fire division, the position 
being defended by 300 infantry and two guns.” ides 
these there was “one company with Gen. Linares to the 
right of the Pozo road, forming an angle, in order to 
prevent a surrounding movement on the part of the 
enemy from the right of San Juan.” This re- 
fers to the Spanish right, and this company would 
be the force against which Col. Pearson moved with the 
2nd and 10th Infantry when he assaulted that “green 
knoll in the distance” which had been pointed out to Gen, 
Kent as his objective. Another company was at Ve- 
guita, which is marked on a map accompanying the notes 
as about 800 yards northeast of the masonry bridge of 
our maps, called here the “Ducaro bridge.” at ces 
this company between the bridge and Caney. Another 
company was at the angle of the Pozo and Caney roads, 
which we take to be the angle just in front of San Juan 
toward Pozo. 

The 7.“ is by no means clear, but as we un- 
derstand it, 1. Baquero, with 300 men, with two guns, 
was on the small advanced hill with farm buildings 
which the cavalry carried in the first assault of the day. 
In the second line was Gen. Linares, with three com- 

anies, also 300 men. “The cavalry formed the third 
ine at the Fort of Canossa, protec by a small hill.” 
There may be two Veguitas, or some error in the 
map, for the Veguita on the map is 2,200 yards north of 
the small hill. Assuming, however, that this company 
was on what we know as San Juan Hills, in order to 
give the Spanish line the maximum number of defenders 
derivable from these notes, we have it clearly stated 
that in the defences of San Juan there were three com- 
panies, 300 men in the first line on the farm hill and 
three companies, presumably men also, in the sec- 
ond line on Fort San Juan Hill, both north and south 
of the Pozo road, and on the hill south of San Juan. 
The cavalry at Canossa_ were not brought up until it 
was needed to cover Col. Baquero’s retreat and reinforce 
the second line. At Canossa their position was lower than 
San Juan, in fact they were behind the hill, and if this 
description is worth anything they could not have 
brome their fire against us until we reached the crest 
or they went to Col. Baquero’s rescue. 

We are confronted, therefore, with the plain statement 
that Kent and Wheeler with 6,000 men who passed El 
Pozo and perhaps 4,000 who reached the deploying line 
(omitting part of the Tist N. Y. and 1,500 casualties and 
men helping comrades) were opposed by only 600 men 
and two rapid-fire guns, It is remarkable that the fire 
of these guns in the first line is not refe to by re- 
porters on our side. Artillery fire is mentioned, as our 
readers know, but we do not recall any allusion to these 
guns on the farm hill. Marcotte tells us how the Gat- 
lings silenced certain guns, but that was not during the 
assault of the cavalrymen on that hill. 

We cannot feel confidence in these statements, and we 
would be glad to know the truth. There was a certain 
volume of fire which was so preponderatingly from Manu- 
sers that our accounts make comparatively small men- 
tion of artillery fire. If it is true that 600 Manusers 
dropped 1,100 men, mostly while they were working

‘the author of the Notes says that only 80 of the 520 
defenders 6f Caney returned. If the total losses July 1 
were 5083 and 440 of them were at Caney, there would 
be only 158 left for the whole line of San Juan, and we 
think our readers who saw the fight there will estimate 
tne losses at a higher figure. 

We have computed the force at San Juan at 600 men, 
but the author reasons that if 250 men held San Juan 
for four hours the Spaniards would have repulsed us if 
uscario with his 43,000 men had arrived in time. Hise 
where he gives the higher number 300, which we have 
used for tne farm hill. Col. Baquero was missing, and 
doubtless killed, and half his ofticers had ‘fallen. At 
3:30 or 4 p. m. more than 300 wounded had been received 
in Santiago, and they were still coming. It is left to our 
imagination to decide whether these were from San Juan 
or Caney, but the probability that they were from San 
Juan is strong enough to rob these interesting Notes of 
the credibility which we would like to accord them, for 
this is double the loss which is left for San Juan after 
deducting the casualties at Caney from the total given. 

This ws a very interesting subject, and one about 
where there need be no concealment, but we doubt if 
our Government has exact data or even approximate data 
of our enemy's loss or his strength in the battle. As 
the first engagement between trained troops since the 
use of smokeless powder, every fact connected with it is 
important. it should be noted that Gen, Shafter, in a 
recent speech, mentioned that we met 3,000 enemies at 
Santiago, but this also is too indefinite to indicate 
— he means San Juan alone or Caney and San

Eleven general courts martial altogether have been or- 
dered in this department since the middle of August, 
most of them in the first two months of this period, The 
Volunteers have been guilty of a variety of | ‘ences, -but 
they are gradually getting into shape and thee has n 
au notable decrease in the number of offences since the 
lst of October.

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LIBUT. PARKER’S HISTORY OF THE GATLINGS. 

In his ‘“‘History of the Gatling Gun Detachment” at 
Santiago (published by the Hudson-Kimberly Publishing 
Co., Kansas City, Mo.), Lieut. John H. Parker makes 
it very plain that the appearance of that arm in the bat- 
tles was due solely to the authority of Gen. Shafter and 
the interest he took in its possible performance. A very 
amusing description is given of affairs at Tampa when 


the troops were assembling. One day the reigning fav-- 


orite would be a brigadier, but he was quickly super- 
seded by a senior brigadier, who had hardly got warm in 
his place when the man he deposed was made a Major 
General. The poor Second Lieutenant was chasing up 
and down to find some one who would give countenance to 
his enthusiasm for the Gatlings, but every one who was 
kind was relieved from command before he could do 
anything. Luckily fifteen Gatlings were consigned to 
the Ordnance Depot, and Lieut. Col. John T. ‘Thompson 
heard Lieut. Parker’s story with sympathy. Lieut. 
Parker and twelve men were organized into an inde- 
pendent command, reporting to Gen, Shafter. Gen. 
Wheeler favored the trial, and proposed a tactical unit of 
three guns to be employed with the cavalry. Gen. 
proposed a larger unit of nine guns in three batteries. 

When the 5th Corps was ordered to embark no men- 
tion was made of the Gatlings, but Lieut, Col. (then Cap- 
tain) ‘’hompson stood their triend again and put Parker 
in charge of the reserve ammunition, with orders to get 
on the 4 o’clock train that day. It was sharp work, but 
it was done, and Maj. Cushing, in charge of loading the 
transports, put the guns on board ship. During the night 
the troops went on board, and made the guns safe by 
piling five or six tons of baggage on them! ‘the Cherokee 
was overcrowded; there were no mules for the guns, and 
things looked blue, but fifteen minutes with Gen. Shatf- 
ter settled these points and added twenty picked men to 
the detail and a staunch adherent to the General. ‘This 
was a good stroke, for Gen. Shafter adopted the Gatling 
idea with his usual whole-heartedness, and at Daiquiri 
it was only by his personal attention that the detachment 
got ashore. He had his own launch tied by the lighter 
that carried the guns, an act which produced an atmos- 
phere of authority that filled the lungs of independent 
young officers on shore. Mules were taken out of the 
corrai, and proved to be more serviceable than horses, 
and fully as steady during the battle. ‘he four limbers 
carried 27,360 rounds, and the reserves brought up the 
ammunition to 60,000 rounds. One advantage of the 
muchine gun is that two mules can pull it with 10,000 
rounds. We get a “living” picture of the road on the 
way to the front with its vrush and its steep hills, 

‘the Gatlings went into action at San Juan, but it was 
1 o'clock betore they could do anything, as the troops 
were not deployed earlier. Their conduct then and the 
decisive effects of their fire our readers know from Capt. 
Marcotte’s letters, Lieut. Parker’s report and Gen. 
Shafter’s mention. There is no-doubt that they did ad- 
mirable service, and,if the war had continued we should 
probably have seen them employed freely in action. 

Lieut. Parker’s book is dashing. His soul was hot 
against the follies perpetrated by officers who were ob- 
stacles to orderly method, and he writes vigorously and 
with freedom. Primarily his book is an argument for 
Gatlings, but it is also the record of a bright writer and 
competent observer of a memorable fight. 





EFFECTS OF SHELL FIRE AT SANTIAGO. 

Among the official reports is one by Captain F. West, 
6th U. S. Cav., showing the result of his observations 
upon the fall of 46 shell from the fleet July 13, 1898. 
Nine he could not locate, and in the case of 17 he heard 
no explosion, 13 shells he was able to locate, and these 
were those last fired. Six others he was able to ap- 
parently locate, but with no certainty. Lieut. W. R. 
Rush, U. S. N.; Lieut. L. S. Van Duzer, U. S. N., and 
Ensign L. C. Palmer, U. 8S. N., were appointed a Board 
to report on the effect of shell in Santiago. They re- 
ported on July 24 as follows: 

On July 20 we called at the Army headquarters, and 
General Wood, who is in charge of the city, detailed 
Colone! Evers and Captain Muller to assist us. At po- 
lice headquarters we obtained a map of the city and a 
list of 57 houses which had been struck by our shell. 
The following is a list of houses in which destruction 
by 8-inch shell was noticeable: 

Calle de Gallo No. 89. Completely destroyed by an 
8-inch shell, bursting after passing through brick wall 1 
foot brick. No. 87, adjoining house, interior completely 
wrecked by fragments of same shell; eight holes of 3 
feet diameter each in brick walls. No, 81, not wholly 
destroyed; roof carried away and interior completely 
wrecked; shell evidently exploded on striking roof. No. 
79. This shell was armor piercing; it went through four 
walls, completely wrecking interior, and was found in 
ground unexploded; letters T. F. J. on base. No. 77. 
a, house struck by above shell and interior demol- 
ished. 

Calle de Joacim No. 25. Interior completely demol- 
ished; shell burst after entering first wall, and frag- 
ments destroyed the other walls. 

Calle de San Feermin No. 27. Six holes of 3-feet 
diameter in the walls. Interior demolished. 

Calle de Trinidad No. 15. Shell tore large holes 
through roof and three walls and buried itself in ground 
without exploding. The roof was a complete wreck. 
No. 23. This was an old house and completely wrecked. 
The 8-inch shell was found in the rubbish with only the 
base blown out and the screw thread intact. No. 27. 
The roof and interior of this house wholly destroyed by 
shell bursting on roof. 

Calle de Bartholomé No. 29. This house was a com- 
plete wreck, not even a portion of the walls were stand- 
ing. The shell had evidently exploded and set fire to 
the house. 

Carmen No. 5. Two shell had struck this house and 
were not exploded. The house was a complete wreck. 
Trinidad No. 17. Interior a complete wreck; walls in 
bad condition. No. 13. Half of house completely de- 
stroyed by explosion of 8-inch shell outside of wall. 

In the Calle de Marina, in a length of 600 yards, were 
found 19 holes made by 8-inch shell. The average size 
was 5 by 12 feet and 4 feet deep. Many of the shell had 
not exploded and were found intact near the holes. 
From the direction of the fire and the fact that the street 
runs close to the water’s edge, also from statement of 
a detailed to watch fall of shot, we believe 
that a great many shell fell in the water and that a con- 
siderable number went beyond into the enemy's camp. 
The above mentioned are the most important. Had the 
ships been allowed to direct their fire more toward the 
center of the city the destruction would have been very 
great. As it was, the result was startling and a great 
deal of property was destroyed. We believe that the 
bombardment by the ships had much to do with the 
early surrender of the city. 
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THE CUBAN CAMPAIGN DESCRIBED. 


The crop of books on Cuba and Puerto Rico is ripe, 
and among the first fruits to appear is Richard Harding 
Davis’s “Cuban and Porto Rican Campaigns,” which 
Charles Scribner’s Sons are publishing. Mr. Davis's 
vigorous views on the subject of Gen. Shafter’s tactics 
are well known, and the General has intimated that a 
correspondent from Podunk could not be expected to 
know any better. We have it all here, how Wheeler's 
and Kent’s divisions were to march up to the foot of 
San Juan Hiil on the lst of July and camp for the night 
within 5U0U yards of the enemy’s trenches, waiting tor 
Lawton to join them after taking Caney, and the united 
Army was to assault San Juan July 2 Unfortunately 
for this well laid plan, according to our author, the Span- 
iards spoiled the game by firing at our men as soon as 
they knew we were drawing near, and they made it 
worse to stay quiet or to go back than to advance and 
drive them out of their trenches. So we took San Juan. 
‘This is the battle of Santiago as Davis saw it! 

He suffers from the Rough Rider myth, putting that 
more than famous regiment on the hill at Ki Pozo with 
Grimes’s battery and giving them some casualties there 
trom the Spamsh shell. We believe Mr. Davis is the 
only witness of their presence there, though the hill was 
covered by correspondents. In fact, he got a “beat” on 
Capt. Marcotte and Lieut. Parker in this respeet. But 
Mr. Davis’s account of the Rough Riders is on the whole 
fair and judicious. His estimate is not too glewing 
and is well deserved. In his judgment Col. Roosevelt's 
regiment excelled by comparison with uther Volunteers, 
but are not to be piaced in the same category with the 
Kegulars. ‘Ihe responsibility for the ridiculous stories 
about the taking of San Juan blockhouse by the Tist 
New York is assumed in part by Mr. Davis, a dispatch 
in which he (mistakenly) said that regiment was hoiding 
the crest of the hill beimg understood to mean that they 
had captured it. He tells us that two companies of that 
regiment and individuals from other companies did their 
duty, but that most of the officers ‘“‘funked the fight.” 

‘the attempt to be a military critic is a mistake on the 
part of a man who is solely an impressionist descriptive 
writer. Mr. Davis has written, on the whole, an agree- 
able book, full of incidents of our only battle and with 
just that running account of daily life and feeling in the 
battling army which only an observer on the spot can 
supply. He would have been wise, however, had he 
connned himseit to his role as an impressionist descrip- 
tive writer, and left military criticism to those who have 
some knowledge of military matters and military prece- 
dents. He telis some excellent stories. One of the best 
is that of General “Sam” Sumner who was conspicuous 
in Army life because he “owned a box of very bad Ja- 
inaica cigars,” which were such a rarity around San- 
ago. “Un the 3Uth of June Sumner was sitting by the 
trail without his blouse, in a blue shirt, and with no sign 
of rank about him, but he was smoking. He spoke 
rather sharply to a line of Regulars who were hurrying 
forward. *"Who was that man spoke to you?’ one of 
them asked the other over his shoulder. ‘1 dunno,’ said 
the Regular, ‘but he’s a General for sure. He was 
smoking a cigar.’ ”’ 

‘The account of the flags of truce as viewed through 
the eyes of the private is good, as are, in fact, all the 
stories cf life in the trenches. These, the description of 
the music at evening and other incidents are well writ- 
ten contributions to the literatare of the campaign. The 
volume is very fully illustrated. 





GOSSIP FROM WASHINGTON. 


The Washington correspondent of the Brooklyn 
“Eagle” reports that Lieut. Gen. Schofield is urging 
upon the President the appointment of a general staff, 
and is very much discouraged as to the prospects of 
success. He says: 

“This bureau system we took from England in the 
early days of the Republic, and we have continued it 
ever since, notwithstanding that England, after her ter- 
rible experience with it in the Crimean, Egyptian and 
Indian wars, abandoned it and instituted, as nave all the 
nations of continental Europe, the present system now 
in use abroad in which the responsible duties of the War 
Department devolve upon the chief of staff and a gen- 
eral staff. Whenever an effort has been made in the 
past in this country to do away with this system the 
bureau chiefs of the War Department have gotten to- 
gether and with their great social and political pull, have 
prevented it. As these bureau chiefs are appointed for 
life, and as they are generally men of the world, socia- 
ble, hospitable and well to do, their power and influence 
is great. 

“All the work bearing upon the War Department is 
done by the two military committees, the com- 
mittee on military affairs of the Senate and the 
House. The chairman and the members of these two 
committees have received from the Secretary of War 
and the Adjutant General an immense amount of pat- 
ronage during the past few months, and this, together 
with their long personal acquaintance with the bureau 
chiefs, have caused them to feel most friendly toward 
them. Secretary Alger, Adjutant General Corbin and 
Chairman Hull, in their proposed plan for the increase 
of the Army, have entirely ignored the suggestions of 
General Schofield and others for the appointment of a 
chief of staff and a general staff. In fact, they have 
ignored any suggestion that will lead to any change 
whatever in the present bureau system. 

“It is understood that Senator Hawley, chairman of 
the Senate Committee on Military Affairs, will follow 
the lead of Chairman Hull in the matter, and it is the 
knowledge of these facts that causes General Schofield 
and others, who really desire to see our enlarged Army 
start right, despair of being able to accomplish —aee. 
The President could, if he desired, appoint a chief of 
staff, with power to act, but even were he so inclined, 
which is not likely, this course would not be nearly as 
effective as Congressional action, because his action 
would probably be reversed by his successor. But it is 
reliably stated that the President will not go against 
the wishes of the Secretary of War, and there is little 
doubt but that the latter is unalterably opposed to the 
pro change. . 

“General Miles recommends that staff officers, no mat- 
ter what their efficiency, shall only serve for a limited 
time. General Schofield and others believe that if a 
man demonstrates his special fitness for staff duties he 
should be continued on the staff for an indefinite period. 
There is general approval in military circles of Chair- 
man Hull's proposed plan for the increase of the Army, 
but his suggestion that a new Lieutenant be added to 
each company of infantry is objected to on the ground 
that it will prevent rapid promotion in the lower grades, 
result in a hump in the Army similar to that existing in 
the Navy: will cause young men to be superannuated, 
prevent them from obtaining command rank and 


greatly discourage them. ‘They hold that the Army has 
already suffered from this very condition of affairs and

THE MONADNOCK. 


The following are the findings of the Board of Inquiry 
which reported to Admiral Dewey upon the delay of this 
vessel at Honolulu: 

The Monadnock arrived at Honolulu at 6 o’clock p. m., 
July 3, 1898. The distilling apparatus for the ship 
failed entirely to make fresh water during the ten days’ 
run from San Franci to Honolulu. The other defects 





in the sigehinety, boilers and appurtenances became. 
e 


manifest during the same run, so that it was deemed 
necessary by the commanding officer, on arrival at Hono- 
lulu, to eae a careful examination of the boilers and 
appurtenances to ascertain what was the matter and 
see what —— were necessary. The examination was 
made and the repairs that were reported by the Chief 
Engineer to be absolutely necessary before proceeding 
to sea were a oh the ship’s force. 

It was determined that no appreciable. advantage could 
be obtained by the employment of a force from shore. 
Coaling the ship and repairing the machinery were com- 

leted at nearly the same time, about midnight, July 
ts. Then it was found that a little more coal could be 
stowed, and it was sent for, and at 11 o’clock a. m., July 
13, the ship proceeded to sea in company with the Nero. 

It is stated in the evidence that the defects discovered 
in the engines and appurtenances were of such a nature 
that the ship could not have prudently proceeded on her 
voyage until repairs were made. . 

The ship went to sea with her distiller still making un- 
drinkable water, but Capt. Whiting had taken the pre- 
caution to put in the double bottoms 30,000 gallons of 
fresh water for drinking purposes, although the use of 
such water was protest against by the medical au- 
thorities, 

Capt. Whiting addressed a letter to Secretary Long 
from Mariveles, P. I., Oct. 23, in which he says: 

“Notwithstanding the fortuitous consequences to my- 
self, attendant upon the cruise of this vessel to the relief 
of the Asiatic fleet at Manila, I should consider myself 
derelict in my duty as commanding officer, now that the 
war is over, if I failed to’call the attention of yourself 
and the Department to the highly meritorious services 
rendered by this ship’s congany of officers and men un- 
der the most trying and difficult circumstances. The 
ability, courage, zeal and endurance shown by them in 
crossing the Pacific ocean in a vessel of this type, prac- 
tically a raft with only sixteen inches freeboard in her 
overloaded condition, certainly deserve some recognition. 
A cruise of over 7,000 miles in the tropics, in excessive 
temperatures, with what small deck room there is in 
the ship packed with coal so that sleeping places and 
sleep were almost unobtainable luxuries for the forty 
days spent at sea—all hands upon a limited amount of 
fresh water, struggling with appurtenances and engines 
never designed, for such overloaded service, continually 
breaking down and as continually being repaired—no war 
duty has been more onerous or more disheartening. An- 
ticipating a fight to the death with the enemy’s heaviest 
force afloat, the voyage has been for all a forlorn hope 
from the beginning, recognized as such by all who par- 
ticipated, heartily joined in without flinching, happily 
ending without an incident, yet only needing disaster to 
emphasize what I write.”

Fer- 
tility of resources, zeal and endurance in times of emer- 
gency, are qualities worthy of the highest commenda- 
tion, and it is evident that all these qualities were most 
conspicuously displayed by the officers and men of your 
command, and merit the hearty thanks and appreciation 
which the Department extends to you and to the of- 
ficers and men on board the Monadnock, particularly 
those mentioned by you.”

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GEN. MILES’S ARMY BILL. 
> Headquarters of the Army, 
Washington, D. C., Dec. 5, 1898. 
The Honorable, the Secretary of War. 

Sir: I have the honor to submit herewith the draft 
of the bill for the rehabilitation of the United States 
Army, based on a strength of one soldier to one thousand 
of the population of the United States and two soldiers 
to one thousand of the population in the dependent colo- 
nies—approximately, one hundred thousand men. 

My recommendations are for what I believe to be the 
best interests of the Government, not only at present, 
put, as far as we are able to see, for the future. The 
recommendations have been regardless of any personal 
consideration of any officer or soldier now connected 
with the military service, 

The proportion of artillery, cavalry and infantry is 
in accordance with the immediate necessities of the 
United States. We have four thousand miles of coast 
with twenty-seven principal harbors, where are located 
anes = of people and property of — inestimable 
value. That they should properly be defended is de- 
manded by every consideration of prudence and good 
adminstration. In addition to this, we have the im- 
portant harbors in Puerto Rico, ba and the Philip- 
pines to defend, requiring a large force of artillery. 

The organization recommended is such as to give rank 
in proportion to the important and t responsibilities 
required of the officers in the United States service, and 
is similar to the organizations which have been found 
most effective in the armies of all other civilized na- 
tions, and also to that which was found to be most ef- 
fective in_ the Confederate Army between the years 


’ 1861 and 1865. A similar organization has been recom- 


mended by Gen. Sherman and Lieut. Gen. Schofield.

until he shall have passed a satisfactory examination as to 
his physical and educational qualifications. 

Sec That staff officers shall be entitled to pay and 
allowances according to the rank held by them under this 
act as now provided by law. 

Sec. That all laws or parts of laws which conflict 
with the provisions of this act are hereby repealed: and 
nothing in this act shall operate to cause the discharge from 
the service of the United States of any commissioned officer 
now in the Army.

The sub-committee on appropriations of the House 
Committee on Naval Affairs held ite first meeting on 
Wednesday. No business of importance was transacted, 
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- REORGANIZING THE ARMY. 

On Wednesday Mr. Hull, chairman’ of the House Com. 
mittee on Military Affairs, introduced the Army Reor. 
ganization bill, as prepared by Major General Miles 
This bill will be immediately acted upon by the Military 
Committees. It is believed that many radical changes 
will be made in the bill as presented. In fact, Chair. 


man Hull is authority for the statement that little wij | 


be done during the present session of Congress towan 
making any radical changes in the organization of the 
Army beyond. increasing its size. Mr. Hull says the 
present session will be too short to devote a sufficient 
length of time to discussing the many details of reor. 
ganization which it is deemed advisable to make. Ny 
legislation will now be attempted beyond providing fo; 
the needs of the occasion. Such a complete change jy 
the organization, as is proposed by General Miles, wij 
not be attempted at present. 

Mr. Hull means to do all in his power to have Cop. 
gress rapidly pass a measure providing for an increase jp 
the Regular Army to 100,000 men. The bill, which was 
introduced by Mr. Hull himself, was prepared under 
the combined direction of the Secretary of War, Mr 
Hull and Senator Proctor. 

Army officers do not appear to be agreed as to the size 
of companies. Some of those who have returned from 
Cuba declare that their experience shows that companies 
of about 125 men are as large as can be handled with ef. 
ficiency, especially under a system which takes.so many 
of the energetic young officers from company duty to 
put them on the staffs of general officers who are eager 
to have them. The artillery officers say that in a battery 
of 200 men a large number of the men are idle all the 
time, as the men can-only be assigned to one battery, 
there not being enough officers for more than one. Offi- 
cers who have had experience say in effect: 


“Do our officers thoroughly understand the position of 


the large companies in the German Army? In Germany 
the tactical unit is a company of 250 men; the battalion 
takes the place of our regiment and the regiment takes 
the place of our brigade. In our service the battalion of 
men is the tactical unit, and we retain the brigade 
organization. Now, if the experience of this war has 
shown that the battalion of 400 men is too large for prac. 
tical control in the field, and our officers desire to have a 
smaller tactical unit, they have nothing to say. We do. 
however, suggest that we adopt the battalion of two com- 
panies of 125 men each, commanded by a Major instead 
of a large company of 250 men commanded by a Captain, 
is organization would give a Major and six company 
officers to each battalion, or one company officer to each 
five squads, which is about all one man can attend to, on 
the firing line.” 

There appears to be one conclusive and final objection 
to the bill of Gen. Miles, which is that Congress will 
not pass it. It is not favored by either the Secretary 
of War or the Chairman of the House Committee. (Con- 
trary to some reports which have been circulated, Sec- 
retary Alger is heartily in favor of the Hull bil) as 
against the wise changes proposed by Gen. Miles. 
The following letter from Gen. Alger to Mr. Hull gives 
the Secretary’s views upon the House bill: 

“Referring to the Army Reorganization. bill, which 
L examined in your presence this morning (Dec. 7), I 
have the honor to inform you, that its general ,provisions 
and the principles, facts and circumstances upon which 
it is based, have my approval. I commend the bill to 
the favorable consideration of your committee.” 

The principal difficulty pointed out in the bill drawn 
by Gen. Miles is that it provides for so much high rank 
as to offend the prejudices of Congress. Secretary Alger 
and the high officials of the Army y: that the Hull 
bill is exactly what is needed to meet the present emer- 
gency. It provides, as will be seen, for a standing 
Regular Army of 100,000 men and a sufficient number 


_of general officers to successfully conduct campaigns in 


Cuba, Puerto Rico and the Philippines. 

In speaking of the bill drawn by Gen. Miles, Mr. 
Hull said this week to the Journal's Washington cor- 
respondent: 

“The Miles bill is very good, if it could be enacted; 
but it is my opinion it could not be at the present time. 
My bill, I believe, provides for all that is needed to 
meet the needs of the country.” 

All the same the Miles bill is a far better bill as a 
whole than the Hull bill, which perpetuates our anti- 
quated staff system. The Hull bill has its good features 
and perhaps the best result can be accomplished by a 
combination between the two bills. We cannot speak 
with eonfidence as to this, however, until we have had 
full opportunity to compare the two bills.

THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 


The President’s message deals only formally with naval 
problems, recommending merely the reinstitution tempor- 
arily of the grades of Admiral and Vice-Admiral, and the 
addition of the fifteen sheathed and coppered vessels we 
have described already in the report of the Secretary. On 
the Army he speaks probably with more pereonal con- 
viction in saying that it is necessary to provide 100,000 
men in the Regular establishment, including such re- 
eruits as the President shall order to be obtained in the 
islands “with the government of which we are charged.’ 
He announces his determination to muster out the Vol- 
unteers as soon as Congress makes this provision for the 
Regular force. f 

The President presents the just view of naval and mil- 
itary honors which apportions to every man engaged. 
however humble, his fair share of the honors of success. 
“from the commanders to the gunners anu the unnamed 
heroes in the boiler rooms.” “Nor can we be unmindful 
of the achievements of our builders, mechanics and arti- 
sans for their skill in the construction of our warships.’ 

Few of the subjects discussed offer a view of the defi- 
nite decisions of the Government on the interesting and 
important problems before us. Of Cuba he says: “Until 
there is complete tranquility in the island and a stable 
ay inaugurated, military occupation will be con- 
tinned.’ 

Connected with this subject is the study of yellow fever 
and its prevention, which “has acquired an increased 
importance as a result of the military occupation of the 
island of Cuba, and the commercial intercourse betwee! 
this island and the United States which we have ‘every 
reason to expect.” A prolonged military occupation will 
enable us to undertake extensive works of sanitation 
which will be as profitable to the island and its inhabi- 
tants as valuable to ue in removing one of the greatest 
sources of danger and disturbance. To secure these ben- 
efits a commission of experts is recommended. 

The Nicaragua Canal project is one of the most imnor- 
tant subjects presented to Congress, and the President 
urges prompt action upon it. Nicaragua hae entered the 
new Central American republic and as one of its last 
sovereign acts before merging its powers in those of the 
newly formed United States of Central America, that 
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State granted an optional concession to. another. associa- 
tion, to become effective on the expiration of the present 
grant to us. The President considers that the construc- 
tion of this canal is more imperative than ever, and that 
our national poliey calls for its control by this Govern- 
ment. It is usual among alarmist journals to hold o 
our new island possessions as presenting probiems whic 
Americans are incapable of solving, but we look upon the 
Nicaragua Canal as a eubject that requires the most 
delicate manipulation of all that confront the republic, 
and yet it is one that we are able to control both with 
safety to our institutions and with the approval of other 
nations. 

In regard to the exemption of 
from capture, it is true, as the = 
United States holds a peculiarly honorable position upen 
this question, having both advocated and nracticed this 
rule, “and is now in position to recommend it to other 
powers Without the imputation of selfish motives. 

No part of the message is more interesting than the 
treatment of maritime subjects, especially in reference 
to Cuba, Puerto Rico, the Philinnines and hawaii. Spain 
subsidized the steamship lines to its colonies at an annual 
cost of $2,000,000. The United States, says the Presi- 
dent, “will not undertake to do less.” He touches the 
important question of a merchant marine very much on 
the lines which the Army and Navy Journal has taken 
so often. “The part which American merchant vessels 
and their seamen performed in the war with Spain dem- 
onstrates that this service, furnishing both pickets and 
the second line of defence, is a national necessity, and 
should be encouraged in every constitutional way.” The 
President considers that our changed relations to so many 
important islands “compel the prompt adoption of a 
maritime policy by the United States. There should be 
established regular and frequent steamship communica- 
tion, encouraged by the United States, under the Ameri- 
can flag, with the newly acquired islands.” 

The great extent of the national business is shown by 
the 993.714 names on our pension rolls, the 63.624 square 
miles of forest reserves in the West, the expenditure of 
$110,000 0CO yearly in the postal service, and the sale last 
vear of 8,458,897 acres, or 13,209 square miles, of Gov- 
ornment land. The Treasury estimate of population Dec. 
1. 1898, is 75,194,000 persone. - 

The message does not mention the Navy Personnel bitl. 
nor the Military and Naval Academies, all subjects of 
great importance, but perhaps these omissions are due to 
the lengthy treatment of the history of the war and for- 
eign affairs. There seems to be general faith in Wash- 
ington that all these measures will receive the President's 
support if brought up in Congress, but it is too early 
now to say whether they will be excluded by subjects 
which appear more pressing to the legislators. There is 
undoubtedly danger that such military subjects will be 
crowded out by the pressure of novel and interesting 
questions ef foreign or colonial relations, but the services 
have warm and intelligent friends in both Houses and 
the important problems that affect their welfare have a 
good chance of receiving attention. 


(Gen. Wheeler’s double position as an officer of the 
Army and member of Congress has aroused _so much 
criticism among his fellow members that Mr. Bailey, of 
Texas, also a Democrat, has announced his intention of 
challenging the General's vote: There is doubt whether 
our laws permit a double service of this kind, and Gen. 
Wheeler will settle the case by resigning his political po- 
sition. He said: “I have considered the matter careful- 
ly and have decided to resign from Congress and retain 
my commission. My reasons for this step are many. It 
is probable that a bitter opposition would be raised if I 
attempted to retain both positions, and I prefer to settle 
the matter in his way. I have not yet decided just when 
I shall resign, but it will be very soon, probably within a 
few weeks. At present I am merely anaes the privi- 
leges of an ex-member upon the floor of the House, and 
in this way I have avoided any possibility of a question 
in that direction. I have had other members introduce 
my resolutions, and this will continue until 1 resign. I 
prefer the Army life to the life of a member of Congress. 
I feel as young as when I was a boy, and, although some 
little discussion has been raised as to my age, I hope to 
soon be old enough to make a good soldier. I have been 
re-elected to the Fifty-sixth Congress, but I will not serve 
one day of my new term.”

On Dee. 6 Mr. Hale introduced a bill in the Senate 
providing for the revision of the grades of Admiral and 
Vice Admiral in the Navy. As will be remembered, 
Secretary Long recommended in his annual report that 
these grades be revived, in order that certain officers 
who especially distinguished themselves during the Span- 
ish war could be adequately rewarded. It is generally 
admitted the grade of Admiral is designed for Rear Ad- 
miral Dewey, who, upon the retirement of Rear Admiral 
Bunee, Dec. 25, becomes the senior officer of the Navy. 
In regard to who will receive the grade of Vice Ad- 
miral, in ease the bill passes, it is regarded as certain 
that selection will fall to Rear Admiral Sampson. Rear 
Admiral Schley and Capt. Clark are also spoken of_for 
the promotion. The bill as introduced by Senator Hale 
was referred by the Senate to the Committee on Naval 
Affairs and is as follows: “That hereafter there shall 
be in the active list of the Line Officers of the Navy of 
the United States one Admiral and one Vice Admiral, 
and all the provisions of Section 1.362 of the Revised 
Statutes of the United States conflicting with the pro- 
visions of this act are hereby repealed.”

ARMY NOTES. 

Cable orders have been sent to Gen. Otis, command- 
ing the military forces at Manila, to send home the 
Astor Battery for muster out of the service. The bat- 
tery will go to New York by way of San Francisco. 

The Subsistence Department of the Army is taking 
every measure in its power to diminish the suffering 
among the destitute inhabitants of Cuba. The supply 
ship Comal sailed from Savannah on Dec. 9 for Cuba 
carrying one million and half of rations to be distributed 
among the starving people in the interior. This ship will 
sail directly to Cienfuegos, and after landing part 
of her cargo, proceed to other ports on the coast. All 
the food thus provided for the Cubans, it is needless 
to say, will be distributed under the exclusive direction 
of United States Army officers, as the law requires. It 
is the intention of the Commissary General to continue 
sending supplies to Cuba as long as the United States 
has control of the island. According to the latest re- 
ports which have reached Washington, the suffering 
among the natives is very severe. Besides sending pro- 
visions to the Cubans, this Government will send large 
shipments of clothing of every kind, It is said that 
hundreds <o in the island are positively destitute 
of any covering. 

The Surgeon General has addressed to Col. Chas. R. 
Grecnieaf, Asst. Surg. Gen., a letter prescribing in de- 
tail the duties of the Medical Inspectors of the Army. 
They are to report upon the sanitary conditions of the 
troops in the field, and the efficiency of those having 
charge of sanitation and their observance of orders and 
regulations; to examine into the quality, quantity and 
condition of supplies; to report upon the most prevalent 
diseases and the means for preventing them; to ascer- 
tain what additional supplies are needed; whether the 
sick are recétving proper supplies, and the contract sur- 
geons are properly examined; to see whether the diet 
kitchens are properly equipped and proper use is made of 
the fund to supply the sick with a proper diet; to inquire 
as to the sufficiency of tents, ambulances, etc.; te report 
any abuses or deficiencies to commanding officers, hey 
will also report upon the professional competence, atten- 
tion to duty and general qualifications of medical offi- 
cers, calling the attention of the Surgeon General to 
those who deserve especial commendation and also to 
those who are considered incompetent or for any reason 
undesirable members of the Medical Department. They 
are instructed finally to give special attention to the ef- 
ficiency of the Hospital Corps, reporting whether proper 
discip:ine is maintained and propes instruction given in 
all that pertains to the duties of enlisted men of that 
corps.” 

The unexpended balances of war funds amount in the 
Army to $61,216,261, and the Navy to $33.652,903. These 
funds having lapsed to the Treasury. upon the reassemb- 
ling of Congress, a bill has been introduced to reappro- 
wriate $60,711,593 for the Army and $5,568,853 for the

The Cubans in Havana say on authority of their 
Washington news that the Cuban troops are soon to be 
disbanded, with at least one year’s pay. This solutien 
of the starvation problem is hailed with loud applause. 
_Gen. Simon Snyder (Colonel, 19th U. 8. Infantry), ar- 
rived at Casilda, the port of Trinidad, Cuba, with troops, 
Dec. 6 They were enthusiastically received, as they en- 
tered with bands playing, etc. 

Five hundred and twenty officers and men arrived at 
San Francisco, Dec. 6, from Honolulu. They comprise 
Cos. A, C, D, I and L, 497 enlisted men and the follow- 
ing officers: Col. T. H. Barber, Lieut, Col. H. P. Stacpole, 
Maj. W. Scott, Adjt. C. Strevill, Capt. F. P. Palmer, 
igeute. Winthrop, A. W. Mather, H. C. Staate, W. F. 
Wheelock, A. L. Decker, A. G. Baxter, H. W. MacMul- 
len, E. H. Burlow, J. BE. Smith, A. Wickerson, W. H. 
Mapers and L. F. Griffith, Dr. W. F. Robinson and 
Quartermaster L. Seymour. Only four cases of sickness 
were on board. The camping ground of the New York- 
ers was bad, being adjacent to a swamp, and the men 
had no platforms in their tents, and lay on the ground. 
They lost 15 men out of 1,300 men and officers in seven 
months, mainly from typhoid. There were sixty-three 
cases of this disease. 


The results of drinking contaminated water, from 
which so many of our Volunteer soldiers have suffered, 
is illustrated by the case of the employés of a New Jer- 
sey factory where 100 out of 225 were rted as hav- 
ing typhoid fever of greater or less severity as a conse- 
quence of their indulgence in the water of a well. noted 
for its pure cool water, but which was found to be receiv- 
ing the drainings from a cesspool. The employés who 
worked in the hottest rooms and drank the largest quan- 
tities were the first to become ill, and among them near- 
ly all the fatal cases occurred. It was further observed, 
as time elapsed, that after the cessation of drinking the 
well water the new cases became less severe. This cor- 
responds exactly with Army experience. At Plymouth, 
Pa., some years ago, 1,000 poonle had the typhoid fever 
and there were 100 deaths, all because the dejections 
from a single typhoid patient were allowed to be thrown 
on the surface of the ground, without disinfection, to 
be washed into the reservoir.

A few days after the shocking tragedy in Havana har- 
bor by which two officers and 266 enlisted men of the 
Maine lost their lives, Hon. Charles A. Boutelle of 
Maine, chairman of the House Naval Committee, intro- 
duced a bill for the relief of the sufferers, the widows 
and dependent relatives. This bill, which became a law 
March 30, 1898, provides for the removal of the re. 
mains of the dead to the Arlington Cemetery or to the 
homes of the deceased when their relatives require it. 
The present place of burial at Key West of some of the 
dead is so inappropriate that, upon the statement of one 
of its prominent members who was very unfavorably 
impressed by what he saw. there, Encampment No. 69, 
Union Veteran Legion, of Washington, D. C., raised a 
sum of money to improve the surroundings and has 
caused the erection of an appropriate, substantial and 
emblematical, iron fence to be erected arotind it. Of 
course Congress did not contemplate action by the Navy 
Department in the matter before cold weather, possibly 
not until the then expected war with Spain should have 
ended, but as the Treasury Department has complied, 
and is complying, with the other provisions of the act, 
the. widows, orphans, and other relatives of the heroic 
dead, are beginning to inquire when they may be assured 
that the remains of their loved ones are permanently at 
rest in the beautiful National Cemetery. When the 
bodies. are. brought to Washington it is proposed that 
they should be accompanied by a naval and military és- 
cort from Cuba or Key West to Washington. As the 
hot summér months were approaching, Congress could 
but Ieave the time for removal to the “discretion” of 
the Secretary, and did not considér it néCessary to 
say “he is hereby authorized and directed,” but evi- 
dently intended Section 6 of Public Act. No. 53 to be as 
mandatory upon the Secretary of the Navy as upon the 
Secretary of the Treasury. The transfer of the remains 
would not, be difficult.or expensive as they could be re- 
moved from Key West and Havana to Washington tpon 
naval transports, The Army will have its dead to re- 
move also, and we believe that it is the intention to bring 
the remains of the deceased soldiers still in Cuba home 
in February.

Never before has the American people dealt so dis- 
criminatingly with military questions. On every hand 
there are evidences that all classes have learned to dis- 
tiriguish between the Regulars and Volunteers, and the 
ladies are not excepted. Miss Anna M. Benjamin, a Red 
Cross nurse, who saw a great deal of the Spanigh-Ameri- 
can war and had experience in nursing the sick in Cuba, 
delivered an address before the Professional Woman's 
League, Dec. 5. Miss Benjamin paid a flattering tribute 
to the members of the Regular Army, and said that their 
bravery and self-forgetfulness exceeded anything else 
she saw during the war. This sentiment received the 
audible approval of the members of the audience, many 
of whom had, evidently, made up their minds on the sub- 
ject long ago. 
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The “Atlantic Monthly” is doing patriotic service by 
its excellent articles on public questions of the day, such 
as those in the December number, “The United States 
and the Control of the Tropics,” by Benjamin Kidd; 
“European Experience with Tropical Colonies,” W. 
Alleyne Ireland; “Our Government of Newly Acquired 
Territory,” Carl Evans Boyd. Mr. Kidd, who is an 
Englisiiman, shows the importance of our trade rela- 
tions with the tropics and argues that no nation can re- 
main permanently indifferent to the condition of a coun- 
try with which commercial relations are so large and 
vital.’ As to governing our new territory, Mr. Kidd sees 
no reason why there should not be as efficient a civil 
service in the United States as there is in England, Mr. 
Boyd describes our previous experiences in governing 
new territory to show how far we have succeeded, and 
suggests that we shall have to develop a form of gov- 
ernment for our Spanish possessions entirely different 
from anything we have heretofore had, probably a gov- 
ernment centering more. than any other in the authori- 
ties at Washington. Mr. Ireland thinks that our prob 
lem requires for its solution a Raja Brooke, who should 
be sent out “with no more instructions than the knight 
of La Mancha gave Sancho, “to fear God and do his 
duty.” Perhaps we have found our Rajah Brooke in 
General Wood.

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THE MILITARY ACADEMY. 


It was certain that the increase of the Army would be 
a subject for the early consideration of Congress and the 
President settled whatever difference of opinion may 
have existed among his suborditiafes by advising the 
highest strength proposed, saying in his message “at this 
time, and probably for some time in the future, one hun- 
dred thousand men will be none too many to meet the 
necessities of the situafion.’”’ The Secretary of War also 
recommends it and Gen. Miles has urged a similar in- 
crease for years past. The Army has been strengthened 
already under the operation of fhe war bill to fifty thous- 
and enlisted men, but this addition is temporary only, un- 
less Congress makes it permanent by a new act. 

All this is very proper. We need now and ought to 
have had years ago a larger Army, but there is one other 
provision that should be made at the same time. Indeed 
it ought to have preceded the increase of the force. Dur- 
ing the last six months we have recruited about 33,000 
enlisted men, selected with care, intelligent and for the 
most part educated. Aniy officer in the Army would give 
his personal guarantee that in due time they will be 
well drilled, competent soldiers. everything, in fact, that 
the enlisted man should be. 

But where did the officers to command these men come 
from? How have we raised the 1,000 men or more who, 
if the increase of the Army is authorized, will belong to 
the permanent establishment of the country and become 
the Colonels and Generals of our future history? If the 
increase goes on until we reach the maximum of 100,000 
men where are the new officers to be raised? The view 
we have presented already that the comipanies should be 
increased in enlisted étrength instead of the regiments 
in number is undoubtedly the best for the country as 
well as for the service, but even if it were to prevail 
there would be room and necessity for more than the 
half hundred educated officers. who come from West 
Point every year. 

In this great country with the prestige of our arms and 
the high public respect the military service has been 
gaining, there is no doubt that we can enlist 25,000 or 
40,000 good men about as fast as they can be selected, 
but there is no way of enlisting officers even with the 
most rigid rules of selection. They must be trained, The 
private is accepted first and trained afterward. The of- 
ficer is trained first and accepted only after he has proved 
his fitness. Therefore, we say the provision for officers 
ought to have preceded the bill for obtaining the men. 
The Military Academy should have received attention 
long ago. It has not had it and it is all the more neces- 
sary to attend promptly to its needs. One of the first 
acts of Congress should be to consider the methods of 
increasing its capacity and select some one of them. 

Our readers know that the methods proposed have been 
three in number; to give the President power to appoint 
twenty instead of ten cadets at large, to give the Presi- 
dent power to appoint ten cadets at large yearly and 
finally to give the Senators the power of appointment like 
the Representatives. It is evident now that neither the 
first nor fhe second plan will meet the present caée, and 
it is probable that the third must be employed, and even 
then will not suffice. If we get sixty graduates from the 
present 368 sources of appointment, we shall not get 
more than fourteen from 90 Senators, and this is not com- 
mensurate with the relief required. Even if the Presi- 
dent’s power of appointment is doubled that added to the 
Senators, would not give more than sixteen addi- 
tional graduates yearly. Evidently some measures must 
be takén that are proportioned better to our needs. 

Gen. Miles’s plan in his suggestion for an Army bill is 
one cadet from each Congressional! district (354), one 
from each Territory (8), District of Columbia (1), two 
from each State (90), and at large (40), total 488. The 
present basis gives 368, and if we get as before 60 gradu- 
ates now, the new basis will give about 80, an actual 
gain of twenty graduates. 

There are two other suggestions which we have not no- 
ticed anywhere. The situation of the alternate who 
passes his examination successfully, but loses the ca- 


detship because his principal has passed alsd, is not en- 
tirély jist, N6 dowbt he ets ie AT ENTE, Tis Chances 
were understood before he entered the compet and 
he Has no grotthd of complaint, but we gé not Géfisider- 
ing his case now from the standpoint of his rights, but 
of the best method of filling the commissioned rank of 
the Army. In this view the successful alternates whose 
principals also have passed offers us the readiest and one 
of the most promising class from which the cadets can 
be recruited. No doubt it happeng often that the alter- 
nate is the better scholar and passes with a higher mark 
than his principal, but no selection is allowed in such 
cases and the able alternate who would be likely to go 
through the whole course with success must give way 
perhaps to a principal who just gets through the entrance 
examination and falls out in the first year. In such a 
case the Government gives its appointment to a young 
man who is almost certain to fail and sends home a 
youngster who would be almost certain to succeed, 

This state of facts leads us to suggest that the Acad- 
emic Board of the Military Academy be given the power 
of recommending to the President for special appointment 
at large those alternates who have passed with such a 
high mark as indicates the probability of their contin- 
uance in the Academy to the end. It ie useless to appoint 
them all for the object of the examinations is not, to dis- 
cover those appointees who can enter but those who can 
pass through all the classes, Selection by examinations 
is always faulty in that the minimum standard is the 
maximum capacity for some applicants and the future of 
such students is not hopeful. The number of successful 
but not fortunate alternates during the past five years is 
very considerable, dnd would increase doubtless if the 
alternate had a final chance of success based entirely 
upon his qualifications. It is probable that by, this meth- 
od the Academy would gain twenty or twenty-five of the 
most promising claes of boys every year. This would be 
equivalent, in gain to the Academy, to the plan of Sen- 
atorial appointments twice told did fully equal to the 
results of Gen. Miles’s plan. 

One strong recommendation of the change We suggest 
is that it would bé based entirely upon merit. The Acad- 
emic Board knows nothing of the persons of the appli- 
cants. They deal with numbers and the evidences of fit- 
ness marked with the numbers that represent applicants, 
and it is certain that a large proportion of the cadets 
recommended by them would take commissions eventual- 
ly. Of all the nominators the Academic Board would 
name the greatest number of “sure winners.” It is for 
all these reasons that we recommend Congress to pro- 
vide for appointment by the Academic Board from the 
class of successful alternates not otherwise provided for. 

The second recommendation we make is that retired 
officers of the Army and Navy be given the absolute 


right to send one son to one or the other of the national - 


Academies, of course, stibject to successful examinations. 
This may seem to be a broad privilege, but the ordinary 
circumstances of life limit it to those officers who are 
compelled by the exigencies of the service to retire at an 
early age and with low rank. O*icers who have reached 
the retiring age rarely have childrén who come within 
the ages of admiissioi, and to an officer Who is obliged to 
retire, say, with the rank of Captain, the certainty of 
providitig for ohne éon would be a valuable privilege that 
would cost the country nothing and probably would not 
increase the Academy rolls by more than one or two ¢ca- 
dets a year, even with the largest Army Congress is 
likely to allow us. 

Both of these suggestions rest upon justice and fitness, 
and they also avoid what we may call the indiscriminate 
scramble of the present method. We are not finding 
fault with it. It has givén ue able officers and good pa- 
triots, but no one can assert that it produces the highest 
good to the Academy. Tut institution must look neces- 
sarily upon the method which gives it the greatest num- 
ber of graduates, as the best method that ¢an be found. 
From this point of view there is another remark which 
should be made. Many Cotigressmen give their appoint- 
ments to the successful competitor in an 
examination held among pupils of the public schools. 
We think that sympathy for the poor and the singular 
notion that the nation maintains free schools at Annapolis 
and West Point into which the rich hdve to right to én- 
ter because they can afford to pay for an education else- 
where, is leading these gentlemen to introduce claés dis- 
tinctions tliat are foreign to our national character. If 
examinations for this object are held, they should be 
opén to every boy of suitable age in the district, whether 
he goes to night school, day public school, private school 
or has tutors at home. Give the Academies the best. The 
belief that this liberality would fill our services with 
“purse-proud aristocrats” is noneerse. The éntrance of 
a really rich boy into the competition would not often oc- 
cur, and if it did occur he ought to be welcomed as one 
who had promptings to a military life that promised well 
for the service. 

Congress has no more important military subject before 
it than this of the Military Academy. West Pdjat is 
commonly spoken of as a school for officers, but it is also 
the school of the enlisted man, for it ie his teachers’ col- 
lege. It is there that the standard of discipline and drill 
both in peace and war ie established and every raw re- 
cruit who is learning the rudiments in our carps to-day 
may and must look to West Point as the alma mater 
from which his rearitig is derived. The independent, con- 
fident self-initiative which was undoubtedly exhibited in 
proper measure at Santiago was learned from West 
Point. Our whole military system comes from there. 
Every propoéal for change in that instifution does and 
should receive most critical study and if we speak with 
positiveness of the need for énlargifig that toble founda- 
tion, it is because every student of our military necéssi- 
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ties for twenty, years has advised thie change. Every 
committée from Congréés has urged it, and it is probably 
only the Qsite to afford a reasonable chance for prefer- 
mént ‘to thé enlisted forée that has held Congress back 
from giving effect to these yearly recommendations, Now 
that ‘reason has passed away, the rank and file of the 
Army Beitig duly provided for, and a new danger has 
arisen. If Congress does not provide for increasing the 
nuthber of educhted officers they may form so emall a 
class in proportion to promoted enlisted men that an of- 
fetisive form of class distinction will be set up. Equality 
is the only opposite to class distinctions, and the only 
way to obtain equality is to establish the same methods 
for éntraiiée to thé Commissioned strength and for ad- 
vancement in ft. Every departure from this rule tends 
to prodtice a class not of officers more or less proud, dis- 
dainful or high placed, but of officers insufficiently 
equipped for their manifold duties. The man who can- 
not take a particular detail becatee he has never fearned 
its duties is not and cannot be in the same class with the 
man. who ¢an be ordered to any duty without question 
because he has gone through the whole courée of mili- 
tary instruction. ‘There is one thing that can be said for 
our Officérs. Their infitience has been uniformly exerted 
against methods of admiséion which would naturally es- 
tablish such distinctionée. The advice of officers in the 
service lds always been to bring the new men in as well 
furnished as themselyes and this is not the attitude of 
mén who favor class distinctions. In saying this we are 
not arguing against the présént rules for promotion from 
the ranks Which rest upon a different principle and which 
have borne good fruit, but tley will not have the bést 
effect if they result in introducing into the Army én- 
listed mén in excess of a just and moderate proportion 
to the officers of academic traiting. 

This is a time of anxiety for the Army which waits 
upon the action of Congress, action which if not wisely 
takén may disturb for years the noble service which is 
the bulwark of the country. The Navy has less reason 
for anxiety. It does not look forward to the radical en- 
largement which the Army needs, and a moderate addi- 
tidh to the ldsses of the Nayal Academy will ve suffi- 
cient, to meet its requirements, but that is not the case 
with the Army. Its commissioned strength must be in- 
créased materially, and it has received already all the 
accessioné from civil life that ought to be permitted. The 
suitable development of the Military Academy is the only

Capt: T, Benfley Mott, U. 8. A., Aide to Gen. Mer- 
ritt, at presént serving with Gen. Greene in Cuba, has 
an_excellent account of “The Fall of Manila,” Aug. 13, 
1898, in “Scribner's Magazine.” Unlike others of our 
heroes, Capt, Mott makes his story short, but le com- 
presses a good deal into his five pages of reading matter, 
and excellent. illustrations extend the article to nine 
pages. He télls how two batteries of the 8d Art. came 
into action under a galling fire, and without waiting 
for orders, and how the ist California advanced with 
perfect steadinéss over an open plain, swept by shell and 
the lotig-range fire of the Mauser. When the bugle 
sounded the advance the whole camp sent up a tre- 
mernidous cheer and in a night attack, and under condi- 
tiohs of Weather that might chill the ardor of the most 
zealous soldiers, “our men were calm, and ever cheer- 
ful.” Capt. Hobbs, 3d Art., who was shot through the 
thigh, was knocked down by the blow, “but, getthig up, 
he rubbed his lég, said it was nothing,” and remained in 
the tfenches all night. It was not until he removed his 
clothes at 11 o’¢lock the next day that he discovered the 
nature of his wound. Capt. Mott's article is only one of 
the nutherous excellent articles in this number of “Serib- 
ners.” Those who have followed the admirable “Story 
of the Revolution,” by Senator Lodge, will regret to find 
the conclusion of it in this number. The concluding 
chapter on “The Meaning of the American Revolution” 
is full of the hopeful spirit of American nationality, and 
furnishes excellent reading for those despairing souls 
who are making a sort of cult of their criticisms of the 
Republic. Senator Lodge is right when he says that, 
“after all déductions are made, the American democracy 
hag achieved a marvellous success, moral and intelec- 
tual, as well as material.” 
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The “Street Railway Journal” for December, in an ar- 
ticle on the prominent part taken during the late war 
by electrical engineers and railway men, says: “A 
number of those who volunteered their services were 
graduates of the national academies at West Point and 
Annapolis.

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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The Marietta left Key West, Fia.,.Nov. 26, for Port 
Livingston, Guatemala. From the latter place the Mar- 
ietta will proceed to Puerto Barrios, also in Guatemala, 
and then to the Honduras coast. 

Naval Constructor Bowles, U. 8. N., on duty at the 
Navy Yard, New York, pro a system of trolleys 
for the handling of: boats and supplies, and also for the 
purpose of distributing the 6-inch and smaller guns 
among the vessels in the yard. The changes as esti- 
mated will cost $50,000. ’ 

The safe of the Maria Teresa was opened at the Navy 


Yard, Norfolk, Va., on Dec. 1, under the supervision of ° 


Chief Kngineer J. A. B. Smith, U. 8. N., in charge of 
the Department of Steam Engineering, who detailed one 
of his most skilled and trusted mechanics, Mr. Charles 
O. Kent, to do the work. After several hours’ hard 
work the steel bottom was cut and the treasure inside 
laid bare. Eight bags of coin about twice the size of an 
ordinary shot sack were at first removed. Some of the 
sacks were so rotten that they burst with the weight of 
the coin, spilling the silver and gold on the floor. 
Another compartment of the safe contained loose - coin. 
The money was badly tarnished, the silver coins being 
especially blackened by their contact with the water. 

All the ships at the Portsmouth, N. H., Navy Yard 
rede out the storm in good shape. Extra chains were 
run ashore and every precaution taken to prevent them 
breaking adrift as the force of the wind was terrific. 
‘The residents of the Navy Yard were almost completely 
isolated from the rest of the world Sunday. — 

Work on the new battleship Maine, under construction 
at the yards of the Messrs. Cramp at Philadelphia, has 
advanced so far that the preliminary work of laying the 
keel has been commenced, and the blocks are now in 

“lace. The Cramps are also laying the keels of the 
tussian battleship and cruiser also. new electric 
traveling crane will be set up to facilitate the handling 
of the great volume of work at this yard. This crane 
will be so constructed as to pass around the different 
ways, so that heavy material for construction can be 
rapidly carried to any portion of the ship. The founda- 
tions for the 90-foot supports are already completed. 

The United States gunboat Helena, Comdr. Swin- 
— en route to Manila, was coaling at Gibraltar 

dec. 

The New York, Capt. Chadwick, sailed from Newport 
News, Va., for Havana, on Dec, 3 and arrived Dec. 7. 

The Brooklyn, Capt. Cook, is under orders to join the 
vessels of the North Atlantic Squadron at Hampton 
Roads. 

The torpedo boat Farragut, built by the Union Iron 
Works of San Francisco, seems to have established her 
record as the fastest boat in the United States Navy. 
A dispatch from San Francisco, Dec. 2, says she had 
her official trial trip on that day and succeeded in ex- 
ceeding the required speed of thirty knots by .18 of a 
knot, her unofficial time being 30.18, with 41 revolu- 
tions. The official time will be awaited with interest. 

The Scorpion, Lieut. Comdr. Turner, after being tossed 
around and swept and battered by big seas, returned to 
Port Royal, 8. C., Dec. 6. was en route to New 
York, but owing to the severe gale put back into a har- 
bor of safety after a tough experience. 

Pr. A. Engr. Gustav Kaemmerling, U. S. N., having 
been transferred from the Monocacy at Shanghai, to the 
Petrel at Manila, has also been put in charge of the 
shops and repair works at Cavite, and has been. busy 
for the last few weeks in making the necessary repairs 
to the ships captured by Admiral Dewey's squadron and 
carrying on the routine repairs and work on the various 
vessels of the fleet. 

Boatswain Francis E. Larking U. S. N., formerly of 
the Battleship Maine, has been assigned to duty on the 
Receiving Ship Richmond at the League Island Navy 
Yard. 

The U. 8. 8S. Yankton, Lieut. Comdr. G. L. Dyer, is at 
Norfolk, Va., fitting out for surveying duty on the coast 

of Cuba. 

The training ship’ Essex, a wooden vessel, arrived in 
Hampton Roads Det. 7, having suffered serious injuries 
in the late storm. Her jibboom is carried away, her 
foregallant mast struck, and her bow stove in. Only 
good seamanship saved her, but the 200 boys on her be- 
haved well and came through without mishap. 

Attorney General Griggs has informed Congress that 
the amount realized from sales of vessels, condemned as 
war prizes, was $701,034. 

The new coast survey steamer Pathfinder was launched 
from the yards of Lewis Nixon, Elizabethport, N. J., 
Dee. 7. Among those present at the launch were Commo. 
A. 8S. Crowninshield, U. 8S. N.; Gen. A. W. Greely, U. 8. 
A.; Sumner I. Kimball, superintendent of the Life Sav- 
ing Service; Lt. J. C. Fremont, Jr., U. 8. N. The Path- 
finder is 196 feet over all, 165 feet on the water line, 
33% feet beam, with a depth of nearly 20 feet, and a dis- 
placement of S75 tons on 11 feet mean draught. The 
coal bunker capacity will be 250 tone, and the steaming 
radius, at moderate speed, about seven thousand miles; 
the available speed will be twelve knots under steam, the 
propelling power being a single screw triple expansion 
engine, and for auxiliary propulsion she will have a 
light brigantine rig spreading 4,500 square feet of can- 
vas. 

The Neptune Company, of Sweden, has sent a veséel 
with divers to the wreck of the Colon. They will make 
a thorough inspection of the hull under water, and upon 
their report the company will base its proposition to the 
Department to attempt to float the vessel. 

The Helena having arrived at Manila, the Navy De- 
partment has cabled to Adml. Dewey to relieve the Ral- 
eigh from further duty on the Asiatic station, and send 
her home by way of Suez. The Cassius has arrived at 


St. Thomas. The Supply has sailed from Brooklyn for 
Key “ and the Potomac from Norfolk for Ports- 
mouth.

vanced; also the regular promotions in the Navy, made 
during the recess. The nominations have heretofore been 
published in the Army and Navy Journal. The list in- 
cludes the promotion of Rear Admle. Comeses, Schley, 
Howell and Howison, Commos, Cromwell, Philip, Pick- 
ing and Higginson, five Commanders to be Captains, be- 
sides the restoration of Captain Bowman Mc- 
Calla to his old place on the list; five Lieutenant Com- 
manders to be Commanders; ten Lieutenants to be 
Lieutenant Commanders; fourteen Lieutenants (J. G.), 
to be es epee and fourteen Ensigns to be Lieuten- 
ants (J. G.).

It is the Christmas 
number of the periodical Mrs, Dodge edits with so keen 
an appreciation of what pleases the young. 


In “Lippincott’s” for December Alfred Balch has some 
sensible remarks upon the subject of signing the names 
of authors to newspaper articles, which practice he 
favors. It is now the rule to add the names of the au- 
thors to the articles published in magazines. The prac- 
tice was introduced thirty years ago by “The Galaxy,” 
and brought to this magazine such an excellent selec- 
tion of articles that the older magazines were compelled 
to adopt it. The principal story in this number of 
“Lippincott’s,” is “Mrs, Russell’s Sister,” by Annie 
Eliza Brand,” and there are shorter stories by James 
I. McKay and L, 8. Bernard, besides the usual variety 
of articles of fact. 


The Secretary of the Navy has sent to Congress a 
bill providing for a Naval Reserve, which was intro- 
duced in both Houses Dec. 8. It follows closely the pvro- 
visions contained in Lieut, Southerland’s recommenda- 
tion printed elsewhere. Section 1 covers the numbered 
paragraphs 1 and 2, Section 2 extends the privilege of 
enrollment to all persons whose principal occupation is 
on the water, or is that of constructing or repairing 
vessels, marine engines or electrical plants, but_ only 
native and naturalized citizens of the United States 
will be enrolled. The senior line officer in each State 
is given charge of the Reserves of that State. Section 3 
provides for enrollment, Section 4 for preserving the 
grades and ratings of the Navy, and Section 5 for ex- 
emption from National Guard duty after five years’ ser- 
vice. The reserves may not be called out in time of 
peace and must serve in war. Clause 17, providing for 
the enrollment of Navy officers in the Second Naval Re- 
serve, is embodied in Section 10. The privilege of flyin: 
the Naval Reserve flag and the appropriation of $200,000 
yearly are embodied in the bill. 


Representative Sulzer, of New York, the rankin 
Democratic member of the House Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs, has introduced a resolution “authorizing 
and directing the Committee on Military Affairs to in- 
vestigate the War Department and the conduct of the 
Spanish-American war.” Of course this committee 
would have full power over witnesses. The resolution 
was referred. 


Gun. forgings are vastly cheaper now than they were 
five years ago. This week the Navy Department pur- 
chased twelve sets for 12-inch gune at a cost of but 18 
cents a pound, as compared to 28 cents a pound paid for 
similar forgings a few years ago. The contract was 
awarded to the Bethlehem Company. 


Capt. O'Neil, Chief of Naval Ordnance, does not ex- 
pect to ask for armor bids for furnishing the new battle- 
ships and monitors with plates until after Christmas, 
and perbaps even later. The question between the Krupp 
plate and the Harvey is yet under consideration and no 
decision is expected to be reached as to which to pur- 
chase until the subject has been given further thought. 
The prevailing opinion among ordnance experts is in 
favor of the new process, and Capt. O'Neil is also an 
adherent of this armor. What it will cost, and how 
much more expensive it is than the Harvey treated 
plates is yet to be learned, no estimate having been pre- 
sented to the naval authorities. In event that the Ord- 
nance Bureau decides to recommend the purchase of the 
Krupp treated armor it will be necessary to call on Con- 
gress for authority to pay the increased cost, which, 
however, is not believed will be very great.

HOW TO PROVIDE AN ARMY. 
Nov. 30, 1898. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Only my deep interest in the subject can excuse the 
infliction upon you of the views of such an out-and-out 
amateur in thilitary subjects as myself, but the perusal 
of Major Harris’s article, “How to Provide an Army, 
in your issue of Nov. 26, has impelled be to call atten- 
tion to certain phases of the subject that are apt to be 
overlooked by officers who take what may be called a 
too exclisively military view of the situation. 

I a entirely sensible of the many and serious short- 
comitigs of the Volunteer troops in the receit campaign, 
and am fully convinced of the necessity for a radical re- 
form of the methods that led up to such a state of 
things; but whatever steps are taken im the matter 
should be taken with due regard to the position of the 
Voluriteer or National Guardsman as a citizeli with a 
citizer’s duty to perform and giving his military services 
gratis to the Governmient in addition. : 

Major Harris’s article says: “Phe course of training 
and fnstruction of the United States Volunteers should 
be sich as not to seriously interfere with the pursuit of 
their ordinary avocations,” etc. A few lines further he 
contindes: “The course of instruction would include 
mobilization for field service for at least four weeks 
each year.” Such a requirement as four weeks’ field 
service a year would keep out of the organization every 
man worth having in it, except perhaps a few very rich 
men who could afford the loss of so much time. No em- 
ployer would-consent to give his then four Weeks in the 
year for any purpose, nor even if he was willing to do 
so could he afford it. No ordinary rate of pay from 
the Government, however liberal, would compensate a 
good, responsible mati for the perridnent loss of his po- 
sition, and no man in business for himself could afford 
té take so much tittie off. In all the various schemes 
put forward for the reorganization of the Volunteer or 
militia forces the important fact is overlooked that if the 
requirements are such as to take 4 man too much from 
the work at which he earns his living, he will be unable 
to pve his services at all. 

aking ft for granted that the country will have to rely 
on some kind of militia force as a second line of defence 
beliind the Regular Army, would it not be well, instead 
of calling for requirements impossible of fulfilment, to 
recognize the conditions we have to face and to do the 
best we can with what we have got? 

Svery one recognizes that the result will not be what 
we would like to nave it but can we do better under the 
peculiar requirements of the case? 

Get good officers for the militia—work the men as hard 
aS possible during the time that they can spare—do awsy 
with the useless ceremonies and reviews that now waste 
so much valuable time—let the Regular officers detailed 
for the purpose criticise freely the faults and shortcom- 
ings observable, instead of, as heretofore, praising the 
good. and ignoritig the bad, and the resiilts will be 
speedily apparent. : nee 

Why cannot the Federal Government insist that, be- 
fore a State can get its share of the militia appropriation, 
it must require its officers to pass an examination on 
their military knowledge before Boards of Regular Offi- 
cers sitting in Washington and other cities. Stich a 
course wouid ineure eae such utterly inco etent of- 
ficers as some of the Volunteer troops were afflicted with 
in the last canipaign Indirectly it would do away with 
many of the troubles from which the militia now suffer. 
Indeed fully per cent. of the ill-health, starvation, 
indiscipline and other shortcomings of the Volunteers 
were due to the ignorance and inefficiency of their of- 
ficers, and the very first step in the direction of reform 
will be to provide that hereafter commissions shall only 
go to competent men. That done, the other troubles will 
cure themselves, and we will then be able to get out of 
our militia system all there is in it, and while this may 
not be as much as we could wish, it will be, for a while 
at least, about all that we will be able to get.

This, and all similar arguments for dependence of a 
Volunteer militia, lose sight of the essential and con- 
trolling fact, which is that the profession of arms can 
only be learned, as other professions are learned, by the 
unremitting labor of years. A man cannot be a civilian 
and a soldier at the same time; he must discard the one 
character or the other. France and Germany compel 
every citizen (not taking into the account such excep- 
tions as are allowed) to spend years of his early life in 
the Army; he must become a soldier before he is free to 
enter in peace upon civil pursuits. Even after he closes 
his active career in the Army he is held in the service 
during the best part of his active life. There is no pos- 
sible way of obtaining an army of civilian soldiers ex-

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FOR A NAVAL RESERVE. 

Lt. W. H. A. Southerland, U. 8. N., presénts an inter- 
esting and important report upon the operations of the 
Naval Militia during the current year. Forty-eight thou- 
sand dollars was appropriated for atming and eqtipping 
this force, nunifering 4,445, dr abdtit $11 anieve for each 
officer and man. The several States had the following 
officers and men mustéred into the Naval Reserve: Cali- 
fottila, 13 officers, 80 then; Coétinecticut, 15 officers, 158 
men; Florida, 6 officers, 93 mefi; IMinols, 19 officers, TOY 
men (the whole force); Louisiana, 19 officers, 214 men, 
besides six in Revenue Cutter Service, 20 in Army trans- 
porte ani 32 in the Army; Maryland, 24 officers, 425 
men; Massachusetts, 38 officers, 384 men; Michigan, 11 
officers, 270 men; New Jérséy, 34 officers, 373 men; New 
York, 49 officers, 805 nieti; North Carolina, 9 officers, 
189 mer; Pennsylvania, 15 officers, 84 then; Rhode Iel- 
and, 8 officers, 147 men; Séuth Carolina, 18 dMcers, 193 
men, besides 16 who entered the Volunteer Army; Vir- 
git, 2 6fficérs, 62 men. In all, 4,570 officers and men, 
or 125 more than thé nuthber allotted for; 2,600 served 
in thé Regular Navy. 

When war was declared the enlisted force of the Navy 
amounted to only 13,750 men and apprentices, and an 
immiediaté liirge increasé of this number became neces- 
sary. 

Although these organizations, many of whose members 
were recruited outside the seafaring class, failed to fully 
méet the réquirethents of the ce, they were all upon 
which the general Government had to draw at the ove- 
ginning of the war. Too much cannot be said of the pa- 
triotism displayed by a majority of their members, many 
of whom, although they had never been to sea before the 
mast, knew thdt they were to face not only the dangers 
of war, but hardships to Which théy liad never been ac- 
customed. 

As a rule, they had not been sufficiently trained in a 
practical knowledge of the modern implements of war, 
of the ship’s organization, and the requirements of a sea 
life to miake them of much actual value for some tine 
after joining a vessel; but, possessing a high average of 
education and intelligence, they picked up their dutics 
quickly, especially in those cases where they were sur- 
rounded by trained men-of-war’s men, and when the war 
ended were becoming quite efficient in their various 
grades and rates. 

The experience of this short war has clearly demon- 
strated the imperative necessity for the maintenance of 
a national Naval Regerye, in the organization of which 
too much reliance must not be placed upon the merchant 
marine alone. ‘Lhis experience has shown that a consid- 
erable part of the merchant marine will be drawn into 
the service of the Army in transport duty, which, of 
co’ , Materially reduces the class from which the Navy 
would to get its enlisted men. 

Concerning the enrollment of the other nautical 
branches of the Government, it muét bé remembered that 
they now occupy positions which fit each one of them for 
one particilar line of service in time of war. The Reve- 
nue Cutter Service, through the efforts of its present effi- 
cient head, is to-day prepared to act as an auxiliary to 
the Navy in any scheme of defence. Its vessels are 
armed and its officers and men organized, instructed, and 
drilled very much as in the naval service. In future wars 
this service will perform ite proper duties—those of a 
coast guard Nayy—and_be supplemented by an auxiliary 
coast defence fleet... That part of the lighthouse estab- 
lishment Which is afloat will become a part of the auxil- 
iary coast defence fleet, and that part which ig shore 
keeping, together with the entire Life-Saving Service, 
will naturally and immediately take up the duties of a 
coast-signal service, in connection with the Weather Bu- 
reau System. An annual courée of instruction and drill 
for these services is a matter of easy accomplishment. 
Upon the breaking out of war the entire Naval Reserve 
herein suggested would thus be immediately available for 
duty on regular naval vessels. If the number enrolled 
should be in excces of the requirements, the remainder 
could be utilized in coast defence. 

If the Congress should authorize as herein recommend- 
ed, the following general details are suggested in order to 
carry out a scheme, proposed by Lieut. Southerland, for 
enrollment and organization of a United States Naval 
Reserve: : 

1. At the beginning of the next fiscal year those of the 
Rene, officers and enlisted men of the present Naval 
Militia organizations between the ages of 18 and 45 years 
who served in the Navy during the present war, and 
who may so elect. will be enrolled, under the direction of 
the Secretary of the Navy, in a United States Naval Re- 
serve, in the same grades and rates held by them when 
mustered out of the naval service, without examination; 
provided, that any one who has served as a warfant of- 
ficer, mate or chief petty officer may, if he so elect, stand 
an examination for the grade of Ensign, and that any 
enlisted man or petty officer may stand an examination 
for the next higher rate. 

The same privilege will be granted to each Volun- 
teer officer and one-year’s man who served in the Navy 
during the late war, and to any naval officer or gradu- 
ate of the U, 8. Naval Academy, who is not now on the 
active list of the Navy. he only exception to this privi- 
lege will be in cases of officers or men whose reports of 
fitness or discharges show them to be incompetent or 
undesirable. 

3. The Secretary of the Navy will, if possible, detail a 

regular officer to conduct such enrollment in each State 
coneerned., 
_ 4. Either a regular officer or the senior reserve line of- 
ficer thus enrolled in each State will at once assume 
charge of the entire reserve force so enrolled in said 
State, and will organize it as one or more ship’s compa- 
nies, of such strength and after such manner as may be 
directed by the Secretary of the Navy. 

5. As soon as this organization is perfected a general 
enrollment will be opened in each State to all able-bodied 
men, between the ages of 18 and 45, who are ex-officers 
and formerly enlisted men in the United States Navy or 
the Marine Corps, ex-officers and formerly enlisted men 
of the Naval Militia, authorized by the laws of the vari- 
ous States, who served in the Navy during the .present 
war, eX-oflicers and formerly enlisted men of the U. 8. 
Revenue Marine, U. 8, Life-Saving Service, U. 8. Light- 
house Service, U. 8S. Coast Survey Service, graduates of 
State nautical school ships, and all persons holding cer- 
tifieates ae masters or mates, or as Chief Engineers, or 
Assistant Engineers, or licenses as pilots, issued by duly 


authorized corhinissidriére or Kodrds of i and 
serving in the merchant marine ofthe United. and 
all other officers and. men égerving in said t ma- 
rine, thé owatte officers, and crews of yachts enrolled in 
any. ilarly incorpo yacht club, and évery other 
person whose ni occupation is on the high seas

sounds, bays, rivers, and other navigable waters of th 
United States, or in the Construction, repair, and rig. 
ging of , OF the construction and pair of. marine 
engines or electric plants or parts thereof, provided that 
on such are citizens or naturalized citizens of the United 
ates. 

6., Said general enrollment shall. be conducted in eac 
State either by a Naval Reserve officer or a naval officee 
at the discretion of the Navy Department, and éhajj 
be in the grades and ratings for which the licants 
may be found qualified by a board of naval officers ap- 
pointed by the Secretary of the Navy. All ex-o rs of 
the Navy in. standing mf be enrolled in the rela. 
tive grades which they would have held had they re- 
mained in the naval éervice, provided they pass an ex- 
amination therefor, and all graduates of the Naya| 
Academy so enrolled shall be commissioned in thé Ny. 
val Reserves with their respective classes at thé. Naval 
Academy according to the order of merit at graduation, 
and shall thereafter be examined, and, if found qualified, 
— With their Naval Academy classes in the same 
order,, 

7. The grades and ratings shall correspond to those 
existing in the U. S. Navy at the time, and the enrol}. 
ment shall, for petty officers and enlisted yt be for a 
period of five years, provided that, excepting those hold- 
ing higher commieésions in the Navy during the war and 
ex-graduates of the U. S. Naval Académy, no officer 
shall be commissioned in the Naval Reserve to a grade 
higher than that of Lieutenant. Lieutenants (Junior 
Grade) and Ensigns in the Naval Reserve will be en- 
titled to stand an examination for promotion to the next 
higher grade after five years’ continuous service, pro- 
vided that all Nayal Academy graduates ¢énior to them 
in each of these grades shall have become entitled to pro- 
motion. 

8. All persons enrolled in the Naval Reserve, or who 
shall be honorably discharged at the erd of five years’ 
service, shall be exempt from service on land in the Na- 
tional Guard or militia. 

9. The officers shall be duly commissioned in the Naval 
Reserve by the President under such conditions and for 
such periods as he may prescribe, and shall be borne upon 
the Navy Register as U. 8S. Naval Reserves, and the 
petty officers and enlisted men thereof shall have stated 
on their enrollment papers their physical and professional 
ability, the length of their previous nautical service, their 
place and date of birth, and their occupation. They 
shall not be called into active service in time of. peace, 
but shall perform such annual drills, exercises, or in- 
structions as the Secretary of the Navy may direct, in 
which case they shall yi the same duties, have cor- 
responding grades and ratings, be subject to the same 
laws, articles, rules and regulations, and receive the same 
pay and allowances as the officers and men of the Navy; 
but no such pay and allowances shall be in excess of those 
for the period of duty actually done me by _such ofli- 
cers and men. AH the enrolled United States Nayal Re- 
serves may be called imto active service by the Presi- 
dent in time of war, or when the danger of war is immi- 
nent, and shall obey such call under the pain and penalty 
of desertion. ! 

10. That the enrollment, organization, and classifica 
tion of the U. S. Naval Reserves shall be under the di- 
rection of the Secretary of the Navy, who shall be av- 
thorized to detail officers and petty officers of the Navy 
to act as inspectors and instructors of the said U. 8. Na- 
val Reserve. 

11. Promotions, discharges, and all assignments in the 
U. 8S. Naval Reserve shall be conducted under regula- 
tions established by the Secretary of the Navy, which 
shall accord, as nearly as possible, with those in opera- 
tion in the Regular Navy. 

12. The uniform shall be that of the Navy, with such 
oxen. to indicate the character of the organization, 
as the Secretary of the Navy shall prescribe. 

13. Officers shall ee their own uniforms, and each 
petty officer and enlisted man shall be supplied with one 
completé uniform of blué and one working suit, at Gov- 
ernment expense. 

14. A period of drill and instruction of not less than 
two weeks in each year shall be prescribed by the Sec- 
retary of the Navy. Such period. for each ship’s com- 
pany, will be s@lected at that season when work is slack- 
est with the men of that particular locality. The ex- 
penses of officers and men to and from the drill ship will 
be defrayed by the Government, and officers and men will 
receive the same rate of pay for the time under instruc- 
tion as do corresponding grades and rates in the Navy. 

15. Those ship’s companies of the U. S. Naval Reserve 

which are located near to a navy yard or naval station 
will have their annual drill on some vessel in resé@rve at 
said yard or station. 
* 16. Other ship’s companies will be annually drilled on 
vessels of the cruising class specially detailed for that 
purpose by the Secretary of the Navy. Where organiza- 
tions are sufficiently self-supporting, vessels will, where 
practicable, be loaned to them for purposes of extra drill 
and instruction. The annual drills will be under the di- 
rection of regular officers, who will report on the general 
efficiency of each individual. 

17. Any member of the U. S. Naval Reserve may, at 
his own request, upon reaching the age of 50 years, or 
after five years’ continuous service, be re-enrolled in 
what will be known as the Second Naval Reserve, in 
which he shall not be required to take the annual eourse 
of instruction and drill, unless he 60 elect, but shall be 
privileged to wear his uniform on occasions of public or 
private cerémony, and shall, in time of war, or when 
war is imminent, if the Second Reserves are called into 
active service, obey such call under the pain and penalty 
of desertion. And such Second Naval Reserves shall. 
when called into active service, receive the pay of their 
corresponding naval grades or rates. 

Any commissioned officer of the U. S. Naval Reserve 
who is in command of an American merchant vessel or 
yacht, may, while so commanding, fly a distinctive flag, 
to be known as the Naval Reserve flag, the color, shape. 
and size of which shall be prescribed by the Secretary 
of the Navy. 

The Congress should provide that all laws which ap- 
ply to officers, petty officers, and enlisted men of the Reg- 
ular Navy should also apply to the officers, petty officers. 
and men of the U. S. Naval Reserves during the time 
that they are taking the annual course of instruction and 
drill prescribed by the Secretary of the Navy. 

t will be advisable to restrict the general enrollment 
the first year to a limit which will come well within the 
appropriation. 

t is believed that the benefit to the naval service and 
to the country from a measure such as is outlined above 
will soon become 60 apparent as to induce the Congres* 
to grant a pecuniary reward for additional length of ser 
vice in the Naval Reserve. 

Tt is considered that a continuous annual appropriation 
of $200,000 will be sufficient to. provide for a force of Na- 
val Reserves to aggregate 7, men at the end of three 
years.

Naval Militia was left in the hands of subalterns, who 
had little knowledge of its affairs. 

“AH the naval officers, who had perfected the Coast 
Defence plan, were at the front; an attempt was made 
to improvise and carry through an entirely new eme. 
The harbor mines were left unprotected; State officials 
were clamoring for protection against the probable ar- 
rival of a Spanish fleet; the Naval Militia of the sea- 
hourd were using their ‘best men for the protection of 
maritime rts; consequently, in some instanees, new 
recruits w had been urriedly mustered in were sent, 
on twenty-four hours’ notice, to man naval vessels. In 
the midst of this, orders came that naval militiamen 
must resign prior to being enlisted as Volunteers in the 
Navy; organizations were not to be recognized by the 
Government. Some of us who were in Washington 
about this time knew that the Navy had been unable 
to obtain recruits, for it must be remembered that dur- 
ing April, current opinion, as expressed in many news- 
papers, still maintained that the Maine had been blown 
up by an interior explosion, and that the modern battle- 
ship was an intricate piece of mechanism, which might 
prove a coffin in time of action. The Department was 
therefore in a diJlemma-—no crews could be found for 
the eonverted merchant ships. The Naval Militia in- 
creased its force, and manned the Yosemite, the Yankee, 
the Dixie and the Prairie, and victualled, equipped and 
coaled them in an unprecedented space of time. These 
vessels would not have been on coast patrol, or in south- 
ern waters for many weeks, if our Volunteers had not 
filled the gap. After they had done this, they were criti- 
vised for net reaching the re quirements of men who were 
not to be found in the merchant marine. We were the 
hest the country had then to offer, and we promptly 

gave otirselves for any duty on any ship or any station. 
There was no caviling for the recognition of organiza- 
tion, mo hesitation, except a slight effort which esprit 
de corps demanded: whenever the Navy called for men 
they were ready. States which never had a Naval Mili- 
tin beeame recruiting stations, and their eager patriot- 
ism was not made an excuse for their lack of naval 
training. Hundreds of officers and men volunteered and 
were not accepted; they were actuated by the highest 
motives; they performed many days of unostentatious 
service at a time when certain other civilians, mani- 
festly unfit for the Government positions, were clamor- 
ing for high military place and reward; our officers 
stood by their men and received junior commissions, or 
not, as their country saw fit to bestow. lesson thus 
set should not be forgotten. Others who were the first 
to volunteer received commissions far below their de- 
serts, and were subsequently outranked by their juniors 
in the Naval Militia. 

“During this time of trial, your President and others 
were constantly in W ashington endeavoring with. small 
suceess to better the state of affairs, our sole object 
being, as always, to assist the Navy, and to obtain a 
fair recognition for the Militia. At last, as heretofore 
mentioned, Captain Satterlee succeeded during the 
month of May, in having Congress pass a_bill authoriz- 
ing the Auxiliary Naval Force. Captain J. R. Bartlett 
became its chief, and he at once brought all his great 
executive ability to bear to rectify past errors. None of 
you will ever forget the condition of affairs when he 
took charge, nor how much had to be done, as well as 
undone: it was impossible for him to cerrect all mis- 
takes. We, however, owe him the deepest debt of grati- 
tude for what he accomplished, and for his appreciation 
of the proper sphere of the Naval Militia. 

“After the Ist of July (remember that the war was 
only two months old) the attitude of Washirigton al- 
tered. Reports were coming from the front of the stead- 
fastness of the Volunteer under fire, of his endurance 
and his accurate gun practice, and when the Naval Mili- 
tia left the Navy it was amid the plaudits of their fel- 
low citizens and with the appreciation of their comrades 
in the Regular service.

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THE BUREAU OF EQUIPMENT. 

Commodore R. B. Bradford, Chief of the Navy Bu- 
reau of Equipmert, tells us that before the war began 
tenders for coal had been asked for from many firms, 
but when called upon to satisfy them all the parties but 
one backed out. If this was done in expectation of high- 
er prices the parties were in error. The Bureau bought 
152.551 tons at $4.68, which is seven cents less per ton 
than last year. The cost of 74,111 tons purchased 
abroad was $8.12 per ton, this being an increase of $1.44 
per ton, which shows the influence of war risks. Being 
inable to get coal transported by contract five colliers 
were bought immediately, of a total capacity of 14,000 
ons, and the largest, the Merrimac, became the his- 
torie stop-gap of Santiago harbor. The collier fleet was 

nereased to 50,000 tons capacity. The coal sheds at 
Key West were increased to 9,000 tons capacity, but 
the fleet waiting for coal often had a bunker capacity 
of 10,000 or 12,000 tons. The supply of vessels while

FROM MANILA. 

The “Diario” of Manila says: “Several Spanish officers 
having applied to the American authorities for leave to 
return to Spain, General Otis answered that he would 
put the matter to the Washington authorities. We are 
told that a favorable answer was received to the effect 
that no obstacles were te be placed in the way of any 
Spanish military officer wishing to return to Spain, the 
only condition being that they must present themselves 
to General Otis before embarking.” 

The Manila law courts have resumed business, with 
Spanish judges to hear all civil cases, and American 
judges all criminal cases. On all sides the wish is 
strongly expressed that American officials would also 
take charge of the civil courts. The Manila “Times,” 
which gives expression to this feeling, says that it is 
shared the Spaniards themselves, who ve learned 
by experience how slow, costly and unreliable Spanish 
law courts are. The bitterest curse of an angry Span- 
ish gipsy is, “May you have lawsuits and win them.” 

It is stated that as soon as the proper arrangements 
can be made, a national cemetery will be established on 
the site of Camp Dewey, outside Manila.

But comparatively few bills are upon the Senate and 
House Calendars relating to the Army and Navy, and 
most of these were reported from the committees late 
in the session and have been placed well down on the 
list of measures awaiting to be called up. The House 
Calendar shows the following bills in this order: 

A bill to amend Section 5 of an act to relieve certain 
appointed or enlisted men of the Navy and Marine Corps 
from the charge of desertion; approved August 14, 1888. 
Reported by Mr. Cummings. ; 

bill to aid in the erection of a monument to the 
memory of Gen. William Smallwood and the soldiers 
of the Maryland line in the war for American independ- 
ence. A joint resolution providing for the erection of a 
bronze tablet in. some suitable place in the Capitol Build- 
ing commemorative of the officers and men of the United 
States Navy who perished in the loss of the Battleship 
Maine. A bill to combine the Line and Engineer Corps 
of the Navy. Reported by Mr. Foss. A bill providing 
for the appointment of a Military Secretary to the Sec- 
retary of War. Reported by Mr. Hull, 

The Senate Calendar shows but two bills of Army 
and Navy interest, one reported from the Military Com- 
mittee to revive the grade of Lieut. Gen. and another to 
increase the efficiency of the Judge Advoeate General 
und Pay Departments of the Army. 
has passed either House. 

Senator Morgan from the Committee on the Nica- 
ragua Canal reported on the bill now on the Senate 
Calendar. This bill contained a proposition from the 
Canal Company in which it offered all its stock, script 
und other evidences of indebtedness, and to turn over 
its concessions to the Government, absolutely free from 
any future charge, for $4,500,000 in bonds guaranteed by 
the United States. The committee proposes to amend 
this in some particulars. The report discusses the _his- 
tory of the Cardenas-Menocal concession and the Crag- 
in-Eyre syndicaté and its concession, recently obtained 
from the Nicaraguan Government. The authority of 
the Nicaragua Government to proceed in this manner is 
denied. The report concludes by saying that nature 
has already done for the Nicaraguan Canal, in providing 
it with large lakes for feeders, what man must do for 
the Panama Canal. : . 

‘The report of the Hawaiian Commission and three bills 
recommended by it were sent to Congress by President 
McKinley, and the bills were introduced in the Senate by 
Senator Cullom, and in the House by Representative 
Hitt. They provide for placing Hawaii at once on the 
plane of an organized Territory of the United States, 
enjoying the sameé degree of self-government that is ac- 
corded to New Mexico, Arizona and Oklahoma. This 
political position, which may not be extended to other 
new possessions, is given Hawaii because her people have 
demonstrated their capacity for self-government by the 
establishment and maintenance of the Republic of Ha- 
waii, and are already more or less familiar with the 
institutions and laws of the United States, from which 
many of the laws of Hawaii were drawn. This adjust- 
ment of Hawaii to our laws will involve the exclusion 
of Chinese from the islands. The report is unanimous 
except upon one point, on which President Dole makes a 
minority recommendation, which is for a Board of Ad- 
visers to the Governor of the Territory, He suggests 
that the Treasurer, Attorney General, Superintendent 
of Public Works and Commissioner of Public Lands 
shall be constituted special counsellors of the Governor, 
to be consulted by him concerning all matters of public 
policy.

REPORT OF THE INSPECTOR GENERAL. 

We give here a synopsis of the interesting annual re- 
port of Brig. Gen. J, C. Breckinridge, Inspector General 
of the Army: 

Recent experiences have shown that our militia system 
could advantageously be reconstructed and a more inti- 
mate relation established between it and the National 
Government. The -National Guard should be armed 
with the same kind of rifles as the Regular Army, if we 
wish the most effective service. Reserve or supply 
depots should be established at convenient points, in 
order that each State,.on call, can put its quota in the 
field in condition for service, at least as far as arms and 
equipments go. The great need in the Army to insure 
coherence, promptness, and efficieney in the field is a 
strategic staff, composed of highly trained and trust- 
worthy officers. such as possessed by all continental 
armies, who, free from the overwhelming details of 
paper work, can give their undivided attention to the 
systematic preparation and execution of all important 
military affairs. 


CAMPS AND MANEUVERS. 


To secure better cohesion between the National Guard 
and Regulars and the greatest efficiency of the troops 
in the field, funds should be provided for combined en-

ary with all first class European powers. One of the 
most serious defects noted during Spanish-American 
war was the inexperience and utter ard for the 


most elementary principles of military life in large 


camps. 
INDEMNITY FUND. 

It has been found that crops and fencing of farms and 
other property are occasionally dama in the move- 
ments and maneuvers of troops. Such damages are gen- 
erally slight, and if they could be paid immediately it 
would be an act of justice, insure the good will of the 
people, and avoid much labor and expense in effecting a 
settlement afterwards. It is recommended that a small 
sum be appropriated for this purpose, as is done by other 
civilized nations. 

TRANSPORTATION ON THE SEA. 

It seems apparent, in view of future movements of 
troops made necessary by our changing national policy. 
a transport system should be organized and the control 
of this important service most completely organized or 
confided to the Navy. 

As pointed out in former reports, in military operations 
over rough country the use of wheeled transportation 
is very limited, and pack trains become of prime meer’ 
ance; and it is suggested that a system be devi by 
which’ the Government can have a corps of trained 
civilian teamsters and packers for this service, Obvi- 
ously, soldiers should not be taken from the firing line 
for this paanas even if fit. 

It has been clearly demonstrated that the proportion of 
hospital stewards and trained hospital corps men to the 
fighting force is far too limited and should be increased, 
say, to about 4 to 8 per cent. for the firing line or entire 
service. 

The component parts of the ration as now fixed by law 
should be changed or made more elastic to meet the new 
conditions of service in the tropics; and articles required 
by convalescing patients, suffering from fever and dis- 
turbances. of the alimentary tract, should be added to 
some branch of supply. 

If the permanent force is to be increased, it is recom- 
mended that the annual selection of a few of the most 
efficient military students for appointment to the Army 
under suitable regulations be made a settled policy; and 
that college organizations seeking active service be given 
a chance to join the forces in future calls for volunteers. 

In the recent mobilization and concentration of the 
Regular and Volunteer armies, the great lack of capable 
and well-organized Inspectors-General was severely felt. 
It is recommended that the law be amended so as to 
authorize as assistant Inspector General for each bri- 
cade, and one with the rank of Colonel for the corps or 

igher commands; and that all should undergo a Ee 
liminary examination to demonstrate their suitability 
and efficiency. It is also urgently recommended that the 
clerical force of the Inspector General's Office and Corps 
be inereased to meet the increased demands upon it ade- 
quately and efficiently. 


THE ARMY REORGANIZATION BILL, 


At the meeting of the House Committee on Military 
Affairs on Friday the bill introduced by Mr, Hull was 
read and informally discussed. It was decided by the 
Committee to begin the hearings on the bill next Mon- 
day. Gen. Miles and Gen. Schofield will appear be- 
fore the Committee then and offer suggestions. It is 
the intention of the Committee to call in turn all the 
Chiefs of Staff and General Officers for hearings, Mr. 
Hull expressed the opinion thajt it would be several 
weeks before the Committee would present the bill to 
the House.
